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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - DECEMBER  1956 


Public  Assistance : During  December  195^  there  were  51*690  persons  In  North  Carolina 

receiving  old  age  assistance  grants  averaging  $34.08.  This  compares  with  51*595  re- 
cipients In  December  1955.  In  the  past  year  the  average  grant  has  Increased  8.6  per 
cent  over  the  $31.38  reached  In  December  1955.  However,  more  than  three-fourths  of 
the  total  Increase  has  occurred  In  the  past  three  months  and  Is  due  to  Increased 
Federal  participation  In  assistance  grants.  During  the  calendar  year  1956  county 
departments  of  public  welfare  have  processed  11,211  applications  for  old  age  assistance, 
70  less  than  In  1955-  This  year  payments  were  authorized  for  6,749  persons,  6o.2  per 
cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  6l.2  per  cent  authorized  In  1955*  In  the  remaining 
4,462  cases  payment  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  Ineligibility  or  the  application  was 
disposed  of  for  other  reasons.  On  December  31.  1956,  there  were  1,780  applications  for 
old  age  assistance  pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with 
1,471  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

A seasonal  Increase  for  the  month  brought  the  total  number  of  families  receiving 
aid  to  dependent  children  to  19,847.  Assistance  was  given  to  17,862  essential  adults 
and  58,943  children  of  these  families.  Since  December  1955  the  case  load  has  Increased 
3.3  per  cent,  from  19*204  families.  The  average  family  grant  of  $66.46  was  8.0  per 
cent  higher  than  the  $61.55  reached  a year  ago.  More  than  nine-tenths  of  this  Increase 
took  place  in  the  past  three  months  as  a result  of  the  increased  Federal  participation 
in  payments.  During  the  calendar  year  1956  county  welfare  departments  processed  13*143 
applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  an  increase  of  6.9  per  cent  over  the  12,298 
applications  handled  in  1955-  This  year  payments  were  authorized  for  9.162  families, 
69.7  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  JO. 8 per  cent  authorized  in  1955*  re- 

maining 3,981  applications  were  denied  on  the  basis  of  Ineligibility  or  were  disposed 
of  for  other  reasons.  On  December  31,  1956,  county  departments  reported  a total  of 
2,162  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending,  as  compared  with  1,615 


applications  pending  a year  ago. 


Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  again  increased  in 


December,  as  13,871  disabled  persons  received  grants  averaging  $38.33.  This  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  15.I  per  cent  over  the  12,055  disabled  persons  receiving  grants 
in  December  1955*  The  percentage  increase  over  the  average  grant  of  $37.16  a year 
ago  liras  3.1.  Slightly  more  than  one-half  of  this  increase  took  place  in  the  last 
quarter  of  1956  and  is  directly  attributable  to  the  Increased  maximum  on  payments 
effective  October  1,  1956.  During  the  1956  calendar  year  6,605  applications  for  aid 
to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  were  processed  in  the  State.  Of  this  number 
payments  were  authorized  for  4,574  persons,  69,3  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared 
with  71.8  per  cent  authorized  in  1955*  In  the  remaining  2,031  cases  payment  was 
denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility,  or  the  application  was  disposed  of  for  other 
reasons.  The  number  of  applications  processed  during  1956  represented  an  increase 
of  10.9  per  cent  over  the  5.955  applications  handled  in  1955-  On  December  31,  1956, 
there  were  1,251  applications  for  disabled  persons  pending  in  the  State,  as  compared 
with  870  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month 
from  the  State  fund  for  6,490  days  of  hospitalization  for  499  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance,  an  average  of  13.0  days  per  person.  There  were  465  persons  in  aid  to 
dependent  children  families  for  x^hom  payments  for  3,226  days  of  care  were  made,  an 
average  of  6.9  days  per  person.  Payments  were  made  for  3,294  days  for  229  recipients 
of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  14.4  days  per  person. 
The  average  number  of  days  for  all  categories  was  10. 9. 

For  the  third  successive  month  seasonal  increases  were  noted  in  general  assis- 
tance payments.  The  2,687  cases  receiving  general  assistance  during  December  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  8.8  per  cent  over  the  2,469  eases  receiving  assistance  a year 
ago.  The  December  average  grant  of  $24.15  was  the  highest  ever  reached  in  North 
Carolina  and  represented  an  increase  of  16.3  per  cent  over  the  average  of  $20.77  paid 
a year  ago.  This  month  general  assistance  payments  Included  686  persons  in  licensed 
boarding  homes  for  adults  for  whom  counties  were  supplementing  other  resources  at  an 
average  of  $26.05  per  person. 


Services;  Non-f Inanclal  service  only  cases  decreased  slightly  in  December,  as  county 


departments  of  public  welfare  reported  20,772  cases  as  active  during  the  month.  How- 
ever, this  was  an  Increase  of  446  cases,  2.2  per  cent,  over  the  cases  reported  in 
December  1955*  Members  of  county  staffs  rendered  a total  of  45,214  services  not 
involving  financial  assistance  to  cases  under  care.  Sixty  four  per  cent  of  these 
services  were  either  services  to  individual  children  or  medical  and  health  care 
services. 

On  December  31,  1956,  there  were  l6,192  children  receiving  services  from  county 
welfare  departments.  This  was  an  Increase  of  3.3  per  cent  over  the  15,668  children 
reported  at  the  end  of  1955 • 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  87  children  in  North  Carolina  during 
December,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  1956  to  1,376.  The  number  of  registra- 
tions in  1956  represented  a decrease  of  8.6  per  cent  from  the  1,505  registrations  for 
1955.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for 
1,753  additional  children,  as  compared  with  1,525  pending  proceedings  on  December  31, 

1955. 


Fourteen  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  during  December.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  there  were  765  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  6o4  were  for  the  care  of 
white  children,  159  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians.  During  the  past  year 
the  number  of  homes  has  increased  7.1  per  cent  over  the  714  homes  licensed  on  December 
31.  1955. 

There  were  3,001  child  labor  certificates  and  15  age  certificates  issued  by 
county  welfare  staffs  in  December.  The  schools  referred  285  cases  for  investigation 
for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  Investigations  were  made  on  248  such  cases.  During 
the  month  there  were  1,482  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of 
the  Medical  Care  Commission  and  24  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina  Memorial 


Hospital,  Chapel  Hill. 


Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  December  31  there  were  13,304  persons  in 


State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  2.4  per  cent  from  the  population  reported 
at  the  end  of  1955.  Of  this  total,  11,670  persons,  87.7  per  cent,  were  in  mental 
hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,634  persons  were  in  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic 
hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  91I  children  were  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training 
schools,  as  compared  with  9^9  at  the  end  of  last  month  and  852  a year  ago.  This  month's 
population  was  composed  of  672  boys  and  239  girls. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  no  county  homes  were  closed  in  the  State  in 
1956.  On  December  31  there  were  1,344  persons  residing  in  the  29  county  homes  in  the 
State.  During  the  month  there  x^rere  28  separations  from  county  homes;  20  of  these  were 
the  result  of  death. 

Six  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  in  North  Carolina  during  December. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  317  such  homes,  240  for  white  persons  and  77  for 
Negroes.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  homes  in  the  State  has  increased  by  34, 
or  12.0  per  cent;  the  number  of  white  homes  has  increased  by  10.6  per  cent,  while  Negro 
homes  have  risen  by  16.7  per  cent. 

There  were  10,731  persons  held  in  State  penal  institutions  on  the  last  day  of 
December.  This  represents  a decrease  of  56  Inmates  from  November  30,  1956,andan  in- 
crease of  1.9  per  cent  over  the  population  of  10,527  reported  at  the  end  of  1955* 

During  the  month  11,477  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State, 
a 2.7  per  cent  Increase  over  December  1955-  Of  this  month's  population  1,119  persons 
remained  in  jail  on  December  31.  There  were  44  children  under  16  years  of  age  held 
in  county  Jails  during  December,  including  13  children  held  for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  288  persons  reported  in  17  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty-two  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on

EFFECTS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  OF  THE  19^6  REVTSION  OF  THE  FEDERAL  PARTICIPATION 
FORMULAS  FOR  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  PAYMETITS 

In  the  1956  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  provision  was  made  for  increasing 
the  Federal  share  in  public  assistance  payments  to  needy  individuals  and  families.  The 
new  participation  formulas  went  into  effect  on  October  1,  1956.  The  full  effect  of  the 
new  formulas  could  not  be  felt  immediately  because  of  the  time  required  to  revise  pay- 
ments. However,  the  December  payments  should  reflect  the  Inqjrovements  made  possible  by 
the  new  formulas. 

Stated  briefly,  the  changes  in  the  participation  formulas  v/ere  as  follows:  In 

old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  the  Federal  share 
was  Increased  from  4 '5ths  of  the  first  $25  in  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the 
remainder,  to  4/5ths  of  the  first  $30  in  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  remainder, 
with  the  maximum  grant  for  Joint  participation  raised  from  $55  to  $6o.  In  aid  to  depen- 
dent children  the  Federal  share  was  increased  from  4/5ths  of  the  first  $15  in  the  average 
grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remainder,  to  l4/17ths  of  the  first  $1?  in  the 
average  grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remainder,  with  maximum  grants  for  joint 
participation  raised  from  $30  to  $32  each  for  the  first  child  and  the  responsible  adult , 
and  from  $21  to  $23  for  each  additional  child.  The  State  and  the  counties  share  that 
part  of  the  cost  of  payments  not  met  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  new  formulas  meant  that  grants  in  OAA  and  APTD  could  be  raised  $3.00,  and 
grants  in  ADC  could  be  raised  $2.00  for  each  individual  recipient,  without  any  Increase 
in  the  rate  of  expenditure  of  State  and  county  funds.  It  was  wished  that  this  could  be 
done,  since  grants  were  acknowledged  to  be  well  below  minimum  health  and  decency  stan- 
dards. However,  sufficient  funds  had  not  been  appropriated  by  the  State  to  allov;  in- 
creases of  these  full  amounts  to  be  made.  If  the  Improvement  had  not  been  made  in  the 
formula,  it  v/ould  have  been  necessary  to  lower  grants  before  the  end  of  the  present 
fiscal  year.  Nevertheless,  certain  increases  in  grants  could  be  made,  as  will  be 


shown. 


Increases  In  Average  Grants 


Old  age  assistance.  Prior  to  October  1,  1956,  old  age  assistance  payments  were 
set  by  deducting  available  resources  from  the  minlmim  stibsistence  requirements  and 
taking  80  per  cent  of  the  difference,  or  budget  deficit.  It  was  found  to  be  possible 
to  Increase  payments  after  October  1 to  85  per  cent  of  the  budget  deficit,  as  well  as 
raising  the  maximum  payment  from  $55  to  $6o,  less  one  dollar  to  allow  for  the  payment 
into  the  State  pooled  fund  for  hospitalization  of  assistance  recipients.  It  was  ex- 
pected, therefore,  that  the  average  payment  would  increase  slightly  more  than  85/80ths, 
or  per  cent,  which  would  have  meant  that  the  average  payment,  which  was  $32.01  in 
September  195^,  would  be  slightly  higher  than  $3^.01  in  December.  As  the  following 
table  shows,  the  actual  average  grant  in  OAA  for  December  was  $3^.08. 

For  most  counties  the  increase  in  the  average  grant  from  September  to  December 
approximated  six  per  cent.  An  exception  to  this  was  found  in  Jones  county,  where  the 
average  grant  was  $31-32  in  September  and  $31.33  In  December.  Increases  in  the  other 
counties  ranged  from  3.3  per  cent  in  Mecklenburg  to  11.6  per  cent  in  Lee  county. 

Aid  to  dependent  children.  Formerly,  payments  in  aid  to  dependent  children  were 
set  at  70  per  cent  of  the  deficit  for  the  minimum  health  and  decency  budget.  It  was 
found  that  on  October  1 the  pasrment  could  be  raised  to  75  per  cent  of  the  budget 
deficit  in  addition  to  adopting  the  new  maximums,  with  small  deductions  to  allow  for 
payments  into  the  pooled  fimd.  This  would  bring  a theoretical  increase  of  slightly 
more  than  75/70ths,  or  7.14  per  cent,  in  the  average  payment,  or  from  $l6.11  per  person 
in  September  to  $17.26  in  December.  The  actual  average  payment  in  December  was  $17.17 
per  person--nlne  cents  lower  than  had  been  anticipated. 

In  most  counties  the  increase  in  the  average  payment  in  ADC  approximated  the  State 
increase  of  6.6  per  cent.  However,  in  two  counties  there  was  a decrease  in  the  average 
grant  from  September  to  December-^ — Dare  and  Jones  counties.  In  three  other  counties 
there  were  increases  of  less  than  two  per  cent  in  the  average  grant — McDowell,  Surry, 


and  Lenoir.  On  the  other  hand,  there  were  seven  counties  with  increases  of  more  than 


fifteen  per  cent  In  the  average — Pitt,  Nash,  Johnston,  Bertie,  Martin,  Qreene , and 
Chowain.  In  several  of  these  counties  the  unusually  high  or  low  changes  In  average 
grants  are  accounted  for  by  nonnal  seasonal  changes  In  average  payments. 

Aid  to  the  pennanently  and  totally  disabled.  As  In  old  age  assistance , grants 
under  APTD  had  been  set  at  80  per  cent  of  the  recipient's  budget  deficit.  State 
appropriations  for  this  program  were  not  high  enough  to  allow  any  Increase  In  the 
proportion  of  need  met  after  the  new  Federal  formula  went  Into  effect  on  October  1. 
However,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  new  Federal  maximum,  and,  since  a relatively 
high  proportion  of  APTD  recipients  receive  the  maximum  (l8  per  cent  In  September), 
this  alone  has  brought  about  an  Increase  In  the  average  grsuit.  The  average  payment 
In  APTD  went  up  from  $37-72  In  September  to  $38.33  In  December. 

Sumriiai*y 

It  may  be  seen,  then,  that  of  the  $3-00  Federal  Increase  In  old  age  assistance, 
$2.07  has  been  passed  on  to  the  recipients;  of  the  $2.00  Increase  In  aid  to  dependent 
children,  $1.06  has  been  passed  on  to  the  recipients;  and  of  the  $3-00  Federal  Increase 
In  aid  to  the  permanently  aind  totally  disabled,  $0.6l  has  been  passed  on  to  the  recipi- 
ents. It  Is  hoped  that  appropriations  for  the  1957-58  fiscal  year  will  be  sufficiently 
large  so  that  the  full  benefit  of  the  liberalized  Federal  formula  may  be  felt  by  the 


needy  people  of  the  State.

The  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Govemraent 

pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  of  the  average  grant  and  one -half  of  the  amount  exceeding 
$30.  The  maximum  monthly  pasrment  is  $6o. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  l4/l7ths  of  the  first  $17  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $32 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 

per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to 
m.eet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  paid  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients  in 
the  three  programs  during  December.  The  State  paid  one-eighth  of  the  cost  and  the  counties 


paid  about  one -eleventh.

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PUBLIC  VfELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - DECEMBER  195^ 


Public  Assistance : During  December  195^  there  were  51 .690  persons  In  North  Carolina 

receiving  old  age  assistance  grants  averaging  $J4.08.  This  compares  with  51»595  re- 
cipients In  December  1955.  In  the  past  year  the  average  grant  has  Increased  8.6  per 
cent  over  the  $31.38  reached  In  December  1955-  However,  more  than  three-fourths  of 
the  total  Increase  has  occurred  In  the  past  three  months  and  Is  due  to  Increased 
Federal  participation  In  assistance  grants.  During  the  calendar  year  195^  county 
departments  of  public  welfare  have  processed  11,211  applications  for  old  age  assistance, 
70  less  than  In  1955*  This  year  payments  were  authorized  for  6,749  persons,  6o.2  per 
cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  6l.2  per  cent  authorized  In  1955*  In  the  remaining 
4,462  cases  payment  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  Ineligibility  or  the  application  was 
disposed  of  for  other  reasons.  On  December  31,  195^,  there  were  1,780  applications  for 
old  age  assistance  pending  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with 
1,471  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

A seasonal  increase  for  the  month  brought  the  total  number  of  families  receiving 
aid  to  dependent  children  to  19,847.  Assistance  was  given  to  17,862  essential  adults 
and  58,9^3  children  of  these  families.  Since  December  1955  the  case  load  has  increased 
3.3  per  cent,  from  19,204  families.  The  average  family  grant  of  $66.46  was  8.0  per 
cent  higher  than  the  $61.55  reached  a year  ago.  More  than  nine-tenths  of  this  increase 
took  place  in  the  past  three  months  as  a result  of  the  increased  Federal  participation 
In  payments.  During  the  calendar  year  195^  county  welfare  departments  processed  13,143 
applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  an  increase  of  6.9  per  cent  over  the  12,298 
applications  handled  in  1955*  This  year  payments  were  authorized  for  9,1^2  families, 
69.7  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  70.8  per  cent  authorized  in  1955-  The  re- 
maining 3,981  applications  were  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  were  disposed 
of  for  other  reasons.  On  December  31,  1956,  coimty  departments  reported  a total  of 
2,162  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending,  as  compared  with  1,615 


applications  pending  a year  ago. 


Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  again  Increased  in 
December,  as  13.87I  disabled  persons  received  grants  averaging  $38.33.  This  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  15.I  per  cent  over  the  12,055  disabled  persons  receiving  grants 
in  December  1955«  The  percentage  Increase  over  the  average  grant  of  $37.16  a year 
ago  was  3.1.  Slightly  more  than  one-half  of  this  increase  took  place  in  the  last 
quarter  of  1958  and  is  directly  attributable  to  the  Increased  maximum  on  payments 
effective  October  1,  1958.  During  the  1958  calendar  year  6,605  applications  for  aid 
to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  were  processed  in  the  State.  Of  this  number 
payments  were  authorized  for  4,574  persons,  69.3  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared 
with  71.8  per  cent  authorized  in  1955-  In  the  remaining  2,031  cases  payment  was 
denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility,  or  the  application  was  disposed  of  for  other 
reasons.  The  number  of  applications  processed  during  1958  represented  an  Increase 
of  10.9  per  cent  over  the  5 >955  applications  handled  in  1955 • On  December  31.  1958, 
there  were  1,251  applications  for  disabled  persons  pending  in  the  State,  as  compared 
with  870  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month 
from  the  State  fund  for  6,490  days  of  hospitalization  for  499  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance,  an  average  of  13.0  days  per  person.  There  were  465  persons  in  aid  to 
dependent  children  families  for  ijhom  payments  for  3,226  days  of  care  were  made,  an 
average  of  6.9  days  per  person.  Payments  were  made  for  3,294  days  for  229  recipients 
of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  14.4  days  per  person. 
The  average  number  of  days  for  all  categories  was  10. 9. 

For  the  third  successive  month  seasonal  increases  were  noted  in  general  assis- 
tance payments.  The  2,687  cases  receiving  general  assistance  during  December  I’epre- 
sented  an  increase  of  8.8  per  cent  over  the  .2,469  cases  recelvixig  assistance  a year 
ago.  The  December  average  grant  of  $24.15  was  the  highest  ever  reached  in  North 
Carolina  and  represented  an  Increase  of  16.3  per  cent  over  the  average  of  $20.77  paid 
a year  ago.  This  month  general  assistance  payments  included  686  persons  in  licensed 
boarding  homes  for  adults  for  whom  counties  were  supplementing  other  resources  at  an 


average  of  $26.05  per  person. 


Seirvlces;  Non-f inanclal  service  only  cases  decreased  slightly  In  December,  as  county 


departments  of  public  welfare  reported  20,772  cases  as  active  during  the  month.  How- 
ever, this  was  an  Increase  of  446  cases,  2.2  per  cent,  over  the  cases  reported  In 
December  1955-  Members  of  county  staffs  rendered  a total  of  45,214  sei*vlces  not 
Involving  financial  assistance  to  cases  under  care.  Sixty  four  per  cent  of  these 
services  were  either  services  to  Individual  children  or  medical  and  health  care 
services. 

On  December  31,  1956,  there  were  l6,192  children  receiving  services  from  county 
welfare  departments.  This  was  an  Increase  of  3.3  per  cent  over  the  15,668  children 
reported  at  the  end  of  1955 • 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  87  children  In  North  Carolina  during 
December,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  195^  to  1,376.  The  number  of  registra- 
tions In  1956  represented  a decrease  of  8.6  per  cent  from  the  1,505  registrations  for 
1955.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for 
1,753  additional  children,  as  compared  with  1,525  pending  proceedings  on  December  31, 

1955. 


Fourteen  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  during  December.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  there  were  765  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  6o4  were  for  the  care  of 
white  children,  159  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians.  During  the  past  year 
the  number  of  homes  has  increased  7*1  per  cent  over  the  714  homes  licensed  on  December 
31,  1955. 

There  were  3,001  child  labor  certificates  and  15  age  certificates  issued  by 
county  welfare  staffs  in  December.  The  schools  referred  285  cases  for  investigation 
for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  Investigations  were  made  on  248  such  cases.  During 
the  month  there  were  1,482  cases  certified  as  medically  Indigent  under  the  plan  of 
the  Medical  Care  Commission  and  24  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina  Memorial 


Hospital,  Chapel  Hill. 


Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  December  31  there  were  13,304  persons  in 


State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  2. Ur  per  cent  from  the  population  reported 
at  the  end  of  1955*  Of  this  total,  11,670  persons,  87.7  pei*  cent,  were  in  mental 
hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,634  persons  were  in  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic 
hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  911  children  were  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training 
schools,  as  compared  with  9^9  at  the  end  of  last  month  and  852  a year  ago.  This  month's 
population  was  composed  of  672  boys  and  239  girls. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  no  county  homes  were  closed  in  the  State  in 
1956.  On  December  31  there  were  1,344  persons  residing  in  the  29  county  homes  in  the 
State.  During  the  month  there  were  28  separations  from  county  homes;  20  of  these  were 
the  result  of  death. 

Six  boarding  homes  for  adults  t^rere  licensed  in  Worth  Carolina  during  December, 

At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  317  such  homes,  240  for  white  persons  and  77  for 
Negroes.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  homes  in  the  State  has  increased  by  34, 
or  12.0  per  cent;  the  number  of  white  homes  has  increased  by  10.6  per  cent,  while  Negro 
homes  have  risen  by  16.7  per  cent. 

There  were  10,731  persons  held  in  State  penal  institutions  on  the  last  day  of 
December.  This  represents  a decrease  of  56  inmates  from  November  30,  1956,andan  in- 
crease of  1.9  per  cent  over  the  population  of  10,527  reported  at  the  end  of  1955« 

During  the  month  11,477  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State, 
a 2.7  per  cent  increase  over  December  1955-  Of  this  month's  population  1,119  persons 
remained  in  jail  on  December  31.  There  were  44  children  under  16  years  of  age  held 
in  county  Jails  during  December,  including  13  children  held  for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  288  persons  reported  in  17  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty-two  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on 


December  31 . 


EFFECTS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  OP  THE  195^  REVISION  OP  THE  FEDERAL  PARTICIPATION 
FORMULAS  FOR  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  PAYMENTS 

In  the  1956  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  provision  was  made  for  increasing 
the  Federal  share  in  public  assistance  payments  to  needy  individuals  and  families.  The 
new  participation  formulas  went  into  effect  on  October  1,  1956.  The  full  effect  of  the 
new  fonnulas  could  not  be  felt  immediately  because  of  the  time  required  to  revise  pay- 
ments. Hov/ever,  the  December  payments  should  reflect  the  ln5>rovements  made  possible  by 
the  new  formulas. 

Stated  briefly,  the  changes  in  the  participation  formulas  were  as  follows:  In 

old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  the  Federal  share 
was  Increased  from  4 '5ths  of  the  first  $25  in  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the 
remainder,  to  4/5ths  of  the  first  $30  in  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  remainder, 
with  the  maximum  grant  for  Joint  participation  raised  from  $55  to  $6o.  In  aid  to  depen- 
dent children  the  Federal  share  was  increased  from  4/5ths  of  the  first  $15  in  the  average 
grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remainder,  to  14/iyths  of  the  first  $1?  in  the 
average  grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remainder,  with  maximum  grants  for  Joint 
participation  raised  from  $30  to  $32  each  for  the  first  child  and  the  responsible  advilt, 
and  from  $21  to  $23  for  each  additional  child.  The  State  and  the  counties  share  that 
part  of  the  cost  of  payments  not  met  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  new  formulas  meant  that  grants  in  OAA  and  APTD  could  be  raised  $3.00,  and 
grants  in  ADC  could  be  raised  $2.00  for  each  individual  recipient,  without  any  increase 
in  the  rate  of  expenditure  of  State  and  county  funds.  It  was  wished  that  this  could  be 
done,  since  grants  were  acknowledged  to  be  well  below  minimum  health  and  decency  stan- 
dards. However,  sufficient  funds  had  not  been  appropriated  by  the  State  to  allow  in- 
creases of  these  full  amounts  to  be  made.  If  the  Improvement  had  not  been  made  in  the 
formula,  it  v/ould  have  been  necessary  to  lower  grants  before  the  end  of  the  present 
fiscal  year.  Nevertheless,  certain  increases  in  grants  could  be  made,  as  will  be 


shoxm . 


Increases  In  Average  Grants 


Old  age  assistance.  Prior  to  October  1,  195^,  old  age  assistance  payments  were 
set  by  dedvicting  available  resources  from  the  minimum  subsistence  requirements  and 
taking  80  per  cent  of  the  difference,  or  budget  deficit.  It  was  found  to  be  possible 
to  increase  payments  after  October  1 to  85  per  cent  of  the  budget  deficit,  as  well  as 
raising  the  maximum  payment  from  $55  to  $6o,  less  one  dollar  to  allow  for  the  payment 
into  the  State  pooled  fund  for  hospitalization  of  assistance  recipients.  It  was  ex- 
pected, therefore,  that  the  average  payment  would  increase  slightly  more  than  85/80ths, 
or  6^  per  cent,  which  would  have  meant  that  the  average  pasrment,  which  was  $32.01  in 
September  195^,  would  be  slightly  higher  than  $3^.01  in  December.  As  the  following 
table  shows,  the  actual  average  grant  in  OAA  for  December  was  $34.08. 

For  most  coxintles  the  increase  in  the  average  grant  from  September  to  December 
approximated  six  per  cent.  An  exception  to  this  was  found  in  Jones  county,  where  the 
average  grant  was  $31-32  in  September  and  $31.33  in  December.  Increases  in  the  other 
counties  ranged  from  3*3  per  cent  in  Mecklenburg  to  11.6  per  cent  in  Lee  county. 

Aid  to  dependent  children.  Formerly,  payments  in  aid  to  dependent  children  were 
set  at  70  per  cent  of  the  deficit  for  the  minimum  health  and  decency  budget.  It  was 
foimd  that  on  October  1 the  payment  could  be  raised  to  75  per  cent  of  the  budget 
deficit  in  addition  to  adopting  the  new  maximums,  with  small  deductions  to  allow  for 
payments  into  the  pooled  fund.  This  would  bring  a theoretical  increase  of  slightly 
more  than  75/70ths,  or  7.14  per  cent,  in  the  average  payment,  or  from  $l6.11  per  person 
in  September  to  $17.26  in  December.  The  actual  average  payment  in  December  was  $17.17 
per  person--nine  cents  lower  than  had  been  anticipated. 

In  most  counties  the  increase  in  the  average  payment  in  ADC  approximated  the  State 
Increase  of  6.6  per  cent.  However,  in  two  counties  there  was  a decrease  in  the  average 
grant  from  September  to  December — Dare  and  Jones  cotinties.  In  three  other  counties 
there  were  increases  of  less  than  two  per  cent  in  the  average  grant — McDowell,  Surry, 
and  Lenoir.  On  the  other  hand,  there  were  seven  counties  with  Increases  of  more  than 


fifteen  per  cent  In  the  average — Pitt,  Nash,  Johnston,  Bertie,  Martin,  Qreene , and 
Chowan.  In  several  of  these  counties  the  unusually  high  or  low  changes  In  average 
grants  are  accoimted  for  by  normal  seasonal  changes  In  average  payments. 

Aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  As  In  old  age  assistance,  grants 
under  APTD  had  been  set  at  80  per  cent  of  the  recipient's  budget  deficit.  State 
appropriations  for  this  program  were  not  high  enough  to  allow  any  increase  In  the 
proportion  of  need  met  after  the  new  Federal  formula  went  Into  effect  on  October  1. 
However,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  new  Federal  maximum,  and,  since  a relatively 
high  proportion  of  APTD  recipients  receive  the  maxinaun  (l8  per  cent  In  September), 
this  alone  has  brought  about  an  increase  In  the  average  grant.  The  average  payment 
In  APTD  went  up  from  $37-72  In  September  to  $38.33  In  December. 

Summary 

It  may  be  seen,  then,  that  of  the  $3.00  Federal  Increase  in  old  age  assistance, 
$2.07  has  been  passed  on  to  the  recipients;  of  the  $2.00  increase  In  aid  to  dependent 
children,  $1.06  has  been  passed  on  to  the  recipients;  and  of  the  $3-00  Federal  Increase 
in  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  $0.6l  has  been  passed  on  to  the  recipi- 
ents. It  Is  hoped  that  appropriations  for  the  1957-58  fiscal  year  will  be  sufficiently 
large  so  that  the  full  benefit  of  the  liberalized  Federal  formula  may  be  felt  by  the 


needy  people  of  the  State.

The  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government 

pays  four-fJjfths  of  the  first  $30  of  the  average  grant  and  one -half  of  the  amount  exceeding 
$30.  The  maximum  monthly  payment  is  $60. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  14/I7ths  of  the  first  $17  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $32 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 

per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to 
meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  paid  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients  in 
the  three  programs  during  December.  The  State  paid  one-eighth  of  the  cost  and  the  counties 


paid  about  one -eleventh.

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Public  Assistance : Old  age  assistance  case  loads  were  up  by  seven  recipients  from 

October  to  November.  During  the  month  51.708  persons  received  money  payments  of 
$1,723,729.  for  an  average  grant  of  $33-34.  In  November  1955  old  age  assistance 
payments  of  $1,622,051  were  made  to  ^1 ,Sjl  persons,  for  an  average  grant  of  $31.39- 
The  average  grant  has  Increased  by  6.2  per  cent  In  the  past  year;  however,  more  than 
two-thirds  of  this  Increase  has  occurred  In  the  past  two  months  and  Is  due  to  the  In 
crease  In  Federal  participation  In  assistance  grants.  On  November  30,  195^,  there 
were  1,747  applications  for  old  age  assistance  pending  In  county  offices,  as  compared 
V7lth  1,508  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  money  payments  of  $1,262,905  v/ere  made  to  19,447 
families  in  November  195^,  for  an  average  payment  of  $64.94.  Included  In  the  pay- 
ments were  17,499  adults  and  57,606  children,  resulting  in  an  average  payment  per 
person  of  $l6.82.  In  November  1955  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children 
numbered  l8,904,  with  family  and  per  person  averages  of  $6l.64  and  $l6.l8,  respectively. 
In  the  past  year  case  loads  have  increased  2.9  per  cent  and  the  family  average  has  in- 
creased 5-4  per  cent.  More  than  seven-eights  of  the  Increase  in  the  average  payment 
has  been  the  result  of  Increased  Federal  participation  effective  October  1.  At  the 
end  of  November  there  v;ere  2,l48  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants 
pending  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  x^ith  1,644  applications 
pending  a year  ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  Increase. 

In  November  grants  totaling  $524,490  were  made  to  13,777  persons,  for  an  average  pay- 
ment of  $38.07.  This  represented  an  increase  of  15-7  per  cent  over  the  11,904  persons 
receiving  assistance  In  November  1955.  and  an  increase  of  2.6  per  cent  over  the  average 
payment  of  $37-10  a year  ago.  Due  to  the  lack  of  State  funds  available  for  matching, 
grants  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  have  not  been  Increased  as  much 


as  those  In  the  other  tvjo  programs  since  the  additional  Federal  funds  became  available . 


At  the  end  of  the  month  applications  for  1,237  disabled  persons  wei’e  pending  in  the  State, 


as  compared  with  95*5  applications  pending  on  November  30,  1955- 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  day  veve  made  during  the  month  from 
the  State  fund  for  6,600  days  of  hospitalization  for  469  recipients  of  old  age  assistance, 
an  average  of  l4.1  days  per  person.  There  xrere  361  persons  in  aid  to  dependent  children 
families  for  vrhom  payments  for  2,683  days  of  care  xrere  made,  an  average  of  7-^  days  per 
person.-  Payments  were  made  for  2,620  days  for  207  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently 
and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  12. 7 days  per  person.  The  average  number  of  days 
per  person  for  all  categories  was  11. 5- 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  Increased  by  10  in  November, 

'With  2,626  cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $23.34.  This  Included  698  persons  in 
licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  for  whom  counties  xrere  supplementing  other  resouu’ces 
at  an  average  of  $26.93  per  person.  There  was  an  increase  of  16.O  per  cent  over  the 
2,264  cases  receiving  assistance  in  November  1955.  and  an  increase  of  14.4  per  cent 
over  the  average  grant  of  $20.40  paid  a year  ago. 

Services : County  departments  of  public  vjelfare  reported  a total  of  20,787  non-financial 

service  cases  as  active  during  November  195^,  an  Increase  of  0.8  per  cent  in  the  past 
month  and  an  increase  of  2.0  per  cent  over  November  1955*  There  were  45,742  services 
rendered  to  persons  during  the  month,  an  increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  the  45,138 
services  given  a year  ago.  This  month  66.9  per  cent  of  the  services  x^ere  given  to  cases 
receiving  Special  services  dnly  while  the  remaining  33*1  per  Cent  vrere  rendered  to  cases 
who  were  either  applicants  for  or  recipients  of  financial  assistance. 

On  November  30,  1955,  there  x-rere  16,209  individual  children  receiving  services 
from  county  x/elfare  departments.  Approximately  46  per  cent  of  the  children  were  in 
cases  carried  by  child  xrelfare  case  xjorkers,  xjhlle  the  remaining  children  were  in 


cases  carried  by  general  case  x-jorkers. 


During  November  final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  70  children  In 


North  Carolina,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  195^ 
to  1,289.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  In  the  State  for 
1,715  additional  children. 

Sixteen  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  In  the  State  during 
November.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  75^  licensed  homes  In  the  State,  an  In- 
crease of  5.6  per  cent  over  the  71^  homes  licensed  on  November  30,  1955.  Of  the 
homes  currently  licensed,  59^  are  for  the  care  of  white  children,  156  for  Negro  chil- 
dren, and  two  for  Indians. 

During  the  month  child  labor  certificates  were  Issued  to  2,556  children  under 
18  years  of  age  and  33  age  certificates  were  Issued.  The  schools  referred  390  cases 
for  Investigation  for  non-attendance  In  school,  and  Investigations  were  made  on  362 
such  cases.  There  were  1,496  cases  certified  as  medically  Indigent  under  the  plan 
of  the  Medical  Care  Commission,  and  37  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina 
Memorial  Hospital , Chapel  Hill . 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  November  30  there  were  13,593  persons  in 

State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  I.7  per  cent  from  November  1955.  Of 
these,  11,885  persons,  or  87.4  per  cent,  were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining 
1,708  persons  were  in  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral 
palsy  hospital . 

At  the  end  of  the  month  969  children,  716  boys  and  253  girls,  were  enrolled  in 
the  five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  934  children  at  the  end  of  last 
month  and  880  children  a year  ago. 

The  population  of  the  29  county  homes  of  the  State  was  1,340  on  November  30. 
During  the  month  there  were  29  separations  from  county  homes;  16  of  these  were 


deaths . 


Ten  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  in  I'Jorth  Carolina  during  November. 


At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  3l8  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  24l  of  them  were 
for  the  care  of  white  persons  and  77  were  for  the  care  of  Negroes. 

The  population  of  the  State  penal  institutions  Increased  by  l86  during  the 
month,  and  on  November  30  there  v/ere  10,787  prisoners  in  these  institutions.  This 
month's  population  represented  an  increase  of  5*3  per  cent  over  the  10,24-7  persons 
held  on  November  30,  1955* 

During  the  month  10,525  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State, 
a decrease  of  39  from  the  10,564  persons  held  in  November  1955.  Remaining  in  Jail 
on  the  last  day  of  the  current  month  were  1,040  persons.  There  were  52  children  under 
16  years  of  age  held  in  county  Jails  in  November,  including  11  children  held  for 
Federal  authorities. 

There  were  283  persons  reported  in  17  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  T^-/enty  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  November  30. 


PER  CAPITA  EXPENDITURES  FOR  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE,  BY  STATE 


During  the  fiscal  year  that  ended  June  30,  195^.  an  average  of  $l6.64  was  expended  per 
Inhabitant  of  the  United  States  for  asslstamce  payments  to  needy  Individuals,  Including 
vendor  payments  for  medical  care.  These  payments  were  made  under  the  four  federal -state- 
local  programs  of  old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  aid  to  the  blind,  and  aid 
to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  as  well  as  the  purely  state  and  local  programs 
grouped  under  the  heading  of  "general  assistance."  In  North  Carolina  an  average  of  $10.44 
per  Inhabitant  was  expended  for  assistance  last  year--37*3  per  cent  less  than  the  national 
average . 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the  expenditure  per  inhabitant  for  assistance  payments 
and  medical  care  vendor  payments  under  each  of  the  programs  for  the  United  States  and  for 
seven  Southern  states.  The  total  expenditure  per  Inhabitant  ranged  from  $10.44  in  North 
Carolina  to  $l8.15>  in  Georgia, 

The  per  capita  expenditure  for  public  assistance  may  be  expected  to  result  from 
several  different  factors.  It  should,  for  one  thing,  reflect  the  need  for  assistance  to 
be  found  a.mong  the  various  groups  of  a state's  population--the  number  of  needy  persons  and 
the  extent  of  their  need.  The  expenditure  is  inevitably  limited  by  the  extent  to  which  the 
state  and/or  its  counties  provide  funds  for  assistance  to  match  available  Federal  funds. 

The  expenditure  is  also  influenced  by  state  and  local  policies  governing  the  determining  of 
eligibility  and  budgetary  needs,  as  well  as  the  quality  of  administration  given  the  programs. 

A serious  national  problem  is  illustrated  by  these  statistics.  The  greatest  need  for 
assistance  is  found  among  the  people  inhabiting  the  poorer  states  of  the  Union.  Yet  these 
are  the  same  states  that  are  least  able  to  pay  for  public  assistance.  Thus,  Georgia, 
ranlclng  39th  in  per  capita  Income,  ranks  12th  in  per  capita  expenditure  for  public  assistance, 
and  Alabama,  ranking  45th  in  income,  ranks  l4th  in  public  assistance  expenditure,  while 
Delaware,  for  example,  ranks  1st  in  Income  and  45th  in  public  assistance,  and  New  Jersey  ranks 
4th  in  income  and  46th  in  public  assistance.  This  problem  is  partly  alleviated  by  the  Federal 
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matching  formula,  under  which  the  Federal  government  pays  a higher  proportion  of  assistance 
grants  when  the  average  grant  is  low,  and  low  average  grants  are  a characteristic  of  the 
poorer  states. 

Only  six  states  had  lower  total  per  capita  expenditures  for  public  assistance  last 
year  than  did  North  Carolina.  That  there  was  far  less  need  for  assistance  in  these  states 
than  in  North  Carolina  is  Indicated  by  the  relative  per  capita  Incomes;  while  North  Carolina 
ranked  44-th  in  per  capita  Income,  Pennsylvania  ranked  15th,  Indiana  l4th,  Delaware  1st,  New 
Jersey  4th,  Maryland  11th,  and  Virginia  31st.  A difference  in  need  is  also  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  all  six  of  these  states  had  much  higher  proportions  of  their  populations  receiving 
benefits  under  Old-age  and  Survivors  Insurance  than  did  North  Carolina:  of  every  1,000 

persons  65  years  of  age  and  over  in  June  1956,  336  in  North  Carolina  received  benefits,  as 
compared  with  405  in  Virginia,  486  in  Indiana,  487  in  Maryland,  528  in  Delaware,  547  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  5?6  in  New  Jersey.  In  addition,  all  six  of  these  states  had  lower  pro- 
portions of  their  populations  in  the  age  groups  in  which  individuals  are  mostly  likely  to 
be  dependent — under  18  and  over  64  years  of  age. 

The  national  public  assistance  dollar  was  distributed  as  follows  last  year:  58.7 

cents  to  old  age  assistance,  23.0  cents  to  aid  to  dependent  children,  9*7  cents  to  general 
assistance,  2.6  cents  to  aid  to  the  blind,  and  5*9  cents  to  aid  to  the  permanently  and 
totally  disabled.  By  contrast,  the  public  assistance  dollar  in  North  Carolina  was  distribu- 
ted as  follows:  44.1  cents  to  old  age  assistance,  32.2  cents  to  aid  to  dependent  children, 

6.1  cents  to  general  assistance,  5.3  cents  to  aid  to  the  blind,  and  12.4  cents  to  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled.  In  North  Carolina,  then,  a lower  percentage  of  the  public 
assistance  dollar  was  expended  for  old  age  assistance  and  for  general  assistance  than  in  the 
Nation  as  a whole,  while  higher  percentages  were  expended  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  aid 
to  the  blind,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  There  are  a number  of  reasons 
for  these  differences,  but  some  of  the  more  important  reasons  appear  to  be  the  following: 
the  North  Carolina  lien  law,  which  has  lowered  the  old  age  assistance  case  load  in  this  State; 


the  fact  that  children  make  up  a much  higher  proportion  of  the  population  in  North  Carolina 


than  In  the  Nation;  and  the  fact  that  In  195^  a number  of  other  states  had  not  yet  entered 
the  program  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  or  were  Just  beginning  to  do  so. 

In  connection  with  the  difference  In  per  capita  expenditures  for  public  assistance. 

It  should  be  noted  that  states  also  vary  a great  deal  In  the  extent  to  which  the  costs  of 
public  assistance  are  met  by  Federal  funds  and  the  extent  to  which  they  are  met  by  state 
and  local  funds.  The  same  Federal  matching  formula  applies  to  all  states,  but,  as  a result 
of  the  formula,  states  having  higher  average  grants  sind  those  having  larger  general  assis- 
tance progrsuns  will  have  lower  percentages  of  expenditures  coming  from  Federal  funds.  Last 
year  the  sources  of  all  expenditures  for  public  assistance  In  the  United  States  were 
distributed  as  follows:  Federal  funds,  49.1  per  cent;  state  funds,  38.7  per  cent;  and  local 

funds,  12.2  per  cent.  In  North  Carolina  the  sources  were  distributed  as  follows:  Federal 

funds,  69.5  per  cent;  state  funds,  13.5  per  cent;  and  county  funds,  16.9  per  cent. 


From  the  facts  given  above,  the  following  may  be  computed:  The  per  capita  expenditure 

for  public  assistance  from  state  funds  last  year  was  $6.44  in  the  Nation  as  a whole,  as 
against  only  $1.4l  In  North  Carolina.  The  per  capita  expenditure  for  public  assistance  from 
local  (county)  funds  was  $2.03  In  the  United  States  and  $1.76  in  North  Carolina.

The  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays 

four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $30.  The 
maximum  monthly  payment  is  $6o. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  l4/l7ths  of  the  first  $1?  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $32 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50  per 

cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  However, 
the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet  their 
share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  paid  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients  in  the 
three  programs  during  November.  The  State  paid  about  one-eighth  of  the  cost  and  the  counties  paid 


about  one -eleventh.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  K NORTH  CAROLINA  - NOVEMBER  1956 


Public  Assistance : Old  age  assistance  case  loads  were  up  by  seven  recipients  from 

October  to  November.  During  the  month  51>708  persons  received  money  payments  of 
$1,723.729>  for  an  average  grant  of  $33.54.  In  November  1955  old  age  assistance 
payments  of  $1,622,051  were  made  to  5I.671  persons,  for  an  average  grant  of  $31.39* 

The  average  grant  has  Increased  by  6.2  per  cent  In  the  past  year;  however,  more  than 
two-thirds  of  this  Increase  has  occurred  In  the  past  two  months  and  Is  due  to  the  In- 
crease In  Federal  participation  In  assistance  grants.  On  November  30,  1956,  there 
were  1,747  applications  for  old  age  assistance  pending  In  county  offices,  as  compared 
with  1,508  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  money  payments  of  $1,262,905  v/ere  made  to  19,447 
families  in  November  1956,  for  an  average  payment  of  $64.94.  Included  in  the  pay- 
ments were  17,499  adults  and  57,606  children,  resulting  in  an  average  payment  per 
person  of  $l6.82.  In  November  1955  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children 
numbered  l8,904,  with  family  and  per  person  averages  of  $6l.64  and  $l6.l8,  respectively. 
In  the  past  year  case  loads  have  increased  2.9  per  cent  and  the  family  average  has  in- 
creased 5.4  per  cent.  More  than  seven-eights  of  the  Increase  In  the  average  payment 
has  been  the  result  of  Increased  Federal  participation  effective  October  1.  At  the 
end  of  November  there  were  2,l48  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants 
pending  in  county  departments  of  public  v/elfare,  as  compared  with  1,644  applications 
pending  a year  ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  Increase. 

In  November  grants  totaling  $524,490  were  made  to  13,777  persons,  for  an  average  pay- 
ment of  $38.07.  This  represented  an  increase  of  15.7  per  cent  over  the  11,904  persons 
receiving  assistance  in  November  1955,  and  an  increase  of  2.6  per  cent  over  the  average 
payment  of  $37.10  a year  ago.  Due  to  the  lack  of  State  funds  available  for  matching, 
grants  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  have  not  been  increased  as  much 


as  those  in  the  other  two  programs  since  the  additional  Federal  funds  became  available . 


At  the  end  of  the  month  applications  for  1,237  disabled  persons  v/ei’e  pending  in  the  State 


as  compared  with  93^  applications  pending  on  November  30,  1955- 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month  frora 
the  State  fund  for  6,600  days  of  hospitalization  for  46g  recipients  of  old  age  assistance 
an  average  of  l4.1  days  per  person.  There  vrere  3^1  persons  in  aid  to  dependent  children 
families  for  whom  payments  for  2,683  days  of  care  were  made,  an  average  of  7*4  days  per 
person..  Payments  were  made  for  2,620  days  for  207  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently 
and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  12.7  days  per  person.  The  average  number  of  days 
per  person  for  all  categories  was  11. 5- 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  Increased  by  10  in  November, 
with  2,626  cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $23.34.  This  included  698  persons  in 
licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  for  whom  counties  xjere  supplementing  other  resources 
at  an  average  of  $26.93  per  person.  There  was  an  increase  of  16.O  per  cent  over  the 
2,264  cases  receiving  assistance  in  November  1955 > 3-nd  an  increase  of  l4.4  per  cent 
over  the  average  grant  of  $20.40  paid  a year  ago. 

Services:  County  departments  of  public  vjelfare  reported  a total  of  20,787  non-flnanclal 

service  cases  as  active  during  November  1956,  an  Increase  of  0.8  per  cent  in  the  past 
month  and  an  increase  of  2.0  per  cent  over  November  1955*  There  were  45,742  services 
rendered  to  persons  during  the  month,  an  increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  the  45,138 
sei’vices  given  a year  ago.  This  month  66.9  per  cent  of  the  services  irere  given  to  cases 
receiving  Special  services  dnly  while  the  remaining  33.1  per  Cent  were  rendered  to  cases 
who  were  either  applicants  for  or  recipients  of  financial  assistance. 

On  November  30,  1956,  there  vrere  l6,209  individual  children  receiving  services 
from  county  v-relfare  departments.  Approximately  46  per  cent  of  the  children  vrere  in 
cases  carried  by  child  vrelfare  case  vrorkers,  trhile  the  i-emaining  children  were  in 


cases  carried  by  general  case  vrorkers. 


During  November  final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  70  children  In 


North  Carolina,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  195^ 
to  1,289.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  In  the  State  for 
1,715  additional  children. 

Sixteen  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  In  the  State  during 
November.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  75^  licensed  homes  In  the  State,  an  In- 
crease of  5.6  per  cent  over  the  71^  homes  licensed  on  November  30,  1955-  Of  the 
homes  currently  licensed,  59^  are  for  the  care  of  white  children,  156  for  Negro  chil- 
dren, and  two  for  Indians. 

During  the  month  child  labor  certificates  were  issued  to  2,556  children  under 
18  years  of  age  and  33  age  certificates  were  issued.  The  schools  referred  390  cases 
for  Investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  362 
such  cases.  There  were  1,496  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan 
of  the  Medical  Care  Commission,  and  37  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina 
Memorial  Hospital , Chapel  Hill . 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  November  30  there  were  13.593  persons  in 

State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  I.7  per  cent  from  November  1955 • Of 
these,  11,885  persons,  or  87.4  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining 
1,708  persons  were  in  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral 
palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  969  children,  716  boys  and  253  girls,  were  enrolled  in 
the  five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  934  children  at  the  end  of  last 
month  and  880  children  a year  ago. 

The  population  of  the  29  county  homes  of  the  State  was  1,340  on  November  30. 
During  the  month  there  were  29  separations  from  county  homes;  16  of  these  were 


deaths . 


Ten  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  in  North  Carolina  during  November. 


At  the  end  of  the  month  there  vxere  3l8  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  24l  of  them  were 
for  the  care  of  white  persons  and  77  were  for  the  care  of  Negroes. 

The  population  of  the  State  penal  institutions  increased  by  l86  during  the 
month,  and  on  November  30  there  were  10,j8j  prisoners  in  these  institutions.  This 
month's  population  represented  an  increase  of  5*3  per  cent  over  the  10,247  persons 
held  on  November  30,  1955* 

During  the  month  10,525  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State, 
a decrease  of  39  from  the  10,564  persons  held  in  November  1955-  Remaining  In  Jail 
on  the  last  day  of  the  current  month  were  1,040  persons.  There  were  52  children  under 
l6  years  of  age  held  in  county  Jails  in  November,  including  11  children  held  for 
Federal  authorities. 

There  were  283  persons  reported  in  17  vrorkhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  H-/'enty  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  November  30. 


PER  CAPITA  EXPENDITURES  FOR  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE,  BY  STATE 


During  the  fiscal  year  that  ended  June  30,  195^.  an  average  of  $l6.64  was  expended  per 
Inhabitant  of  the  United  States  for  assistance  payments  to  needy  Individuals,  Including 
vendor  payments  for  medical  care.  These  payments  were  made  under  the  four  federal-state- 
local  programs  of  old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  aid  to  the  blind,  and  aid 
to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  as  well  as  the  purely  state  and  local  programs 
grouped  under  the  heading  of  "general  assistance."  In  North  Carolina  an  average  of  $10.44 
per  Inhabitant  was  expended  for  assistance  last  year--37-3  per  cent  less  than  the  national 
average . 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the  expenditure  per  Inhabitant  for  assistance  payments 
and  medical  care  vendor  payments  under  each  of  the  programs  for  the  United  States  and  for 
seven  Southern  states.  The  total  expenditure  per  inhabitant  ranged  from  $10.44  In  North 
Carolina  to  $18.15  in  Georgia, 

The  per  capita  expenditure  for  public  assistance  may  be  expected  to  result  from 
several  different  factors.  It  should,  for  one  thing,  reflect  the  need  for  assistance  to 
be  found  among  the  various  groups  of  a state's  population--the  number  of  needy  persons  and 
the  extent  of  their  need.  The  expenditure  is  inevitably  limited  by  the  extent  to  which  the 
state  and/or  its  counties  provide  funds  for  assistance  to  match  available  Federal  funds. 

The  expenditure  is  also  influenced  by  state  and  local  policies  governing  the  determining  of 
eligibility  and  budgetary  needs,  as  well  as  the  quality  of  administration  given  the  programs. 

A serious  national  problem  is  illustrated  by  these  statistics.  The  greatest  need  for 
assistance  is  found  among  the  people  inhabiting  the  poorer  states  of  the  Union.  Yet  these 
are  the  same  states  that  are  least  able  to  pay  for  public  assistance.  Thus,  Georgia, 
ranking  39th  in  per  capita  income,  ranks  12th  in  per  capita  expenditure  for  public  assistance, 
and  Alabama,  ranking  45th  in  income,  ranks  l4th  in  public  assistance  expenditure,  while 
Delaware,  for  example,  ranks  1st  in  income  and  45th  in  public  assistance,  and  New  Jersey  ranks 
4th  in  income  and  46th  in  public  assistance.  This  problem  is  partly  alleviated  by  the  Federal 
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matching  formula,  under  which  the  Federal  government  pays  a higher  proportion  of  assistance 
grants  when  the  average  grant  is  low,  and  low  average  grants  are  a characteristic  of  the 
poorer  states. 

Only  six  states  had  lower  total  per  capita  expenditures  for  public  assistance  last 
year  than  did  North  Carolina.  That  there  was  far  less  need  for  assistance  in  these  states 
than  in  North  Carolina  is  indicated  by  the  relative  per  capita  Incomes;  while  North  Carolina 
ranked  44th  in  per  capita  Income,  Pennsylvania  ranked  15th,  Indiana  l4th,  Delaware  1st,  New 
Jersey  4th,  Maryland  11th,  and  Virginia  31st.  A difference  in  need  is  also  Indicated  by  the 
fact  that  all  six  of  these  states  had  much  higher  proportions  of  their  populations  receiving 
benefits  under  Old-age  and  Survivors  Insurance  than  did  North  Carolina:  of  every  1,000 

persons  65  years  of  age  and  over  in  June  1956,  336  in  North  Carolina  received  benefits,  as 
compared  with  405  in  Virginia,  486  in  Indiana,  48?  in  Maryland,  528  in  Delaware,  5^7  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  5?6  in  New  Jersey.  In  addition,  all  six  of  these  states  had  lower  pro- 
portions of  their  populations  in  the  age  groups  in  which  individuals  are  mostly  likely  to 
be  dependent — under  I8  and  over  64  years  of  age . 

The  national  public  assistance  dollar  was  distributed  as  follows  last  year;  58.7 
cents  to  old  age  assistance,  23.0  cents  to  aid  to  dependent  children,  9«7  cents  to  general 
assistance,  2.6  cents  to  aid  to  the  blind,  and  5.9  cents  to  aid  to  the  permanently  and 
totally  disabled.  By  contrast,  the  public  assistance  dollar  in  North  Carolina  was  distribu- 
ted as  follows:  44.1  cents  to  old  age  assistance,  32.2  cents  to  aid  to  dependent  children, 

6.1  cents  to  general  assistance,  5-3  cents  to  aid  to  the  blind,  and  12.4  cents  to  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled.  In  North  Carolina,  then,  a lower  percentage  of  the  public 
assistance  dollar  was  expended  for  old  age  assistance  and  for  general  assistance  than  in  the 
Nation  as  a whole,  while  higher  percentages  were  expended  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  aid 
to  the  blind,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  There  are  a number  of  reasons 
for  these  differences,  but  some  of  the  more  important  reasons  appear  to  be  the  following: 
the  North  Carolina  lien  law,  which  has  lowered  the  old  age  assistance  case  load  in  this  State; 


the  fact  that  children  make  up  a much  higher  proportion  of  the  population  in  North  Carolina 


than  In  the  Nation;  and  the  fact  that  In  1956  a number  of  other  states  had  not  yet  entered 
the  program  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  or  were  Just  beginning  to  do  so. 

In  connection  with  the  difference  In  per  capita  expenditures  for  public  assistance, 

It  should  be  noted  that  states  also  vary  a great  deal  In  the  extent  to  which  the  costs  of 
public  assistance  are  met  by  Federal  funds  and  the  extent  to  which  they  are  met  by  state 
and  local  funds.  The  same  Federal  matching  formula  applies  to  all  states,  but,  as  a result 
of  the  formula,  states  having  higher  average  grants  and  those  having  larger  general  assis- 
tance program.s  will  have  lower  percentages  of  expenditures  coming  from  Federal  funds.  Last 
year  the  sources  of  all  expenditures  for  public  assistance  In  the  United  States  were 
distributed  as  follows:  Federal  funds,  49.1  per  cent;  state  funds,  38.7  per  cent;  and  local 

funds,  12.2  per  cent.  In  North  Carolina  the  sources  were  distributed  as  follows:  Federal 

funds,  69.5  per  cent;  state  funds,  13.5  per  cent;  and  county  funds,  16.9  per  cent. 

Prom  the  facts  given  above,  the  following  may  be  computed:  The  per  capita  expenditure 

for  public  assistance  from  state  funds  last  year  was  $6.44  in  the  Nation  as  a whole,  as 
against  only  $1.4l  in  North  Carolina.  The  per  capita  expenditure  for  public  assistance  from 
local  (county)  funds  was  $2.03  In  the  United  States  and  $1.76  In  North  Carolina.

The  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 
md  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government  pays 
four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $30.  The 

maximum  monthly  payment  is  $6o. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  l4/17ths  of  the  first  $1?  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $32 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50  per 

cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  However, 
the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet  their 
share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  paid  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients  in  the 
three  programs  during  November.  The  State  paid  about  one-eighth  of  the  cost  and  the  counties  p 


about  one -eleventh.

Public  Assistance : Old  age  assistance  case  loads  showed  small  seasonal  Increases 

during  October.  Persons  receiving  old  age  assistance  this  month  munbered  51.701, 
up  97  from  September.  However,  this  month's  case  loads  were  smaller  by  27  recipients 
than  those  of  October  1955  despite  the  Increasing  number  of  persons  65  years  of  age 
and  over  in  the  State.  On  October  1,  195^,  Federal  participation  In  assistance  grants 
was  Increased.  (See  "Source  of  Funds  for  Public  Assistance"  on  page  10  for  the  new 
formulae.)  During  the  past  year  the  average  grant  has  Increased  2.8  per  cent,  to 
$52.21.  On  October  51,  195^,  old  age  assistance  applications  pending  in  the  State 
numbered  1,759;  a year  ago  there  were  1,426  applications  pending. 

There  were  19,159  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  during 
the  month,  an  Increase  of  2.0  per  cent  over  the  18,771  families  receiving  assistance 
in  October  1955-  Included  in  the  payments  this  month  were  17,208  adults  and  56,476 
children.  The  average  grant  in  October  reached  $62.69  per  family,  an  Increase  of  1.4 
per  cent  over  the  $61,82  paid  In  October  1955-  During  the  tv;elve-month  period  the 
average  grant  per  person  has  risen  only  from  $16.26  to  $16.28.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  there  were  2,094  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  pending  in  the  State, 
as  compared  with  1,557  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  Increase. 
During  October  an  average  payment  of  $57.87  was  made  to  15,6l4  disabled  persons.  This 
represented  an  increase  of  I5.5  per  cent  over  the  11 ,804  persons  receiving  assistance 
in  October  1955,  and  an  Increase  of  2.4  per  cent  over  the  average  payment  of  $5^.97  a 
year  ago.  On  October  51,  1956.  there  were  1,212  applications  for  disabled  persons 
pending  in  the  State,  as  compared  with  9H  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month 
from  the  State  fxmd  for  6,852  days  of  hospitalization  for  515  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance,  for  an  average  of  15.3  days  per  person.  There  were  599  persons  in  aid 
to  dependent  children  families  for  whom  payments  were  made  for  4,507  days  of  care. 


an  average  of  7 • 5 days  per  person.  Payments  v;ere  made  for  2,671  days  for  211  recipients 
of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  12. 7 days  per  person. 

The  average  number  of  days  per  person  for  all  categories  uas  10.6. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  Increased  by  Il4  in  October  with 
2,616  cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $23,80.  This  Included  JlS  persons  in 
licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  for  whom  counties  were  supplementing  other  resources 
at  an  average  of  $27.09  per  person.  There  was  an  increase  of  23.7  per  cent  over  the 
2,114  cases  receiving  assistance  in  October  1955 > and  an  Increase  of  11.8  per  cent  over 
the  average  grant  of  $21.29  paid  a year  ago. 

Services : County  offices  reported  a total  of  20  623  non-f inanclal  service  only  cases 
as  open  in  October  195^.  This  represented  an  Increase  of  3«5  pe^  cent  over  the  19 >930 
cases  reported  a year  ago.  A total  of  45,169  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Medical  and  health  care  services  and  services  to 
individual  children  accounted  for  approximately  68  per  cent  of  the  total. 

On  October  31,  1956,  there  were  15,973  children  receiving  special  services  from 
county  welfare  departments,  an  increase  of  I.7  per  cent  over  the  15,708  children  re- 
ported at  the  end  of  October  1955-  Of  the  children  this  month  46  per  cent  were  in  their 
parents'  homes,  and  36  per  cent  were  in  foster  homes  with  either  relatives  or  non- 
relatives.  Six  per  cent  were  in  child-caring  Institutions,  5 pe^  cent  were  in  correctional 
institutions,  and  the  remaining  7 pe^  cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere, 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  132  children  in  North  Carolina  in 
October,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  ten  months  of  1956  to  1,219.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  3 ,648  additional 
children. 

Foui’teen  nevr  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  in  the  State  during  October. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  there  v;ere  7^5  licensed  homes  in  the  State,  an  increase  of  7 >3 
per  cent  over  the  694  homes  licensed  on  October  31 , 1955-  Of  the  homes  currently  licensed, 
588  are  for  the  care  of  white  children,  155  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians. 
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There  were  2,043  child  labor  certificates  and  51  ac®  certificates  issued  by 
coi-inty  welfare  staffs  in  October.  The  schools  referred  46l  cases  for  investigation 
for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  420  such  cases.  There 
were  1,646  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care 
Commission  and  39  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital,  Chapel 
Hill. 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  October  31  there  were  13,655  persons  in 

State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  1.6  per  cent  less  than  in  October  1955>  Of  these, 
11,911  persons,  or  87.2  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,744 
persons  v;ere  in  the  four  State  sanatoria,  cerebral  palsy  hospital,  and  orthopedic 
hospital . 

At  the  end  of  the  month  934  children  were  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training 
schools.  Included  were  696  boys  and  238  girls.  This  month's  population  represented 
an  increase  of  33  children  over  the  population  at  the  end  of  last  month,  and  an  in- 
crease of  101  children,  12.1  per  cent  over  the  population  of  833  reported  on  October 
31,  1955*  Much  of  the  population  increase  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
admissions  at  Morrison  Training  School. 

The  population  of  the  29  county  homes  in  the  State  was  1,342  on  October  31. 
During  the  month  there  were  26  separations  from  county  homes,  nine  of  which  viere  due 
to  death. 

On  October  31,  1956,  there  were  310  licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  in  the 
State,  an  increase  of  24  homes  over  a year  ago.  Of  the  homes  licensed  at  the  end  of 
this  month,  234  vrere  for  the  care  of  white  persons  and  76  were  for  the  care  of 
Negroes. 

There  vrere  10,6oi  persons  held  in  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  This  represented  an  increase  of  3*1  per  cent  over  the  population  on  October 


31,  1955. 


I>aring  the  month  11,419  persons  x-jere  held  in  the  100  counts’-  jails  of  -fche  State. 


Of  this  number  1,251  persons  remained  in  jail  on  October  51.  There  were  50  children 
under  l6  years  of  age  held  in  co-unty  jails  during  October,  including  10  children  held 
for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  289  persons  reported  in  17  workhouses  and  co-unty  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  raonth.  Twenty-three  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on 
October  51. 

Eugenics  Board:  Operations  fof  79  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during 

the  quarter  July-September  1956.  Of  the  60  operations  for  which  surgeons  returned  reports 
during  the  quarter,  the  costs  for  42  non-institutional  cases  were  mat  by  county  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  18  operations  for  institutional  cases  were  met  by  State 


Institutions. 


DISTRIBUTIOII  OP  PAYMENTS  DJ  PUBLIC  ASSISTAIICE 


The  195^  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  provided  for  Increases  in  Federal 
participation  in  public  assistance  Grants.  These  Increases  became  effective  on 
October  1,  195^-  Under  the  previous  formula  the  Federal  Government  paid  four-fifths 
of  the  first  $25  and  one-half  of  the  remaining  amount  In  the  average  grant  In  old  ago 
assistance  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  with  a maximum  Individual 
grant  of  $55:  on  October  1 this  was  Increased  to  four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  and  one- 
half  of  the  remaining  amount  in  the  average  grant,  with  a maximum  individual  grant  of 
$60.  In  aid  to  dependent  children  the  Federal  Government  had  paid  four-fifths  of  the 

first  $15  of  the  average  grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remaining  amount,  with 

maxlraums  set  at  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  the  responsible  adult  and  $21  for 
each  additional  child;  on  October  1 the  Federal  share  was  increased  to  l4/17ths  of  the 
first  $17  of  the  average  grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remaining  amount,  and 

new  maximum  payments  were  set  at  $32  each  for  the  first  child  and  the  responsible  adult 

and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

In  order  to  be  able  in  the  future  to  assess  the  full  effects  of  the  new  formula, 
as  well  as  to  make  comparisons  with  former  distributions,  the  distributions  of  recipi- 
ents in  the  three  programs  by  size  of  payment  in  September  195^  viere  computed.  Data 
relative  to  these  distributions  are  shown  on  the  cover  chart  and  in  the  following  tables. 

How  payments  are  determined.  Once  it  is  determined  that  an  applicant  meets  other 
eligibility  requirements  for  receiving  assistance,  his  needs  are  budgeted  according 
to  standardized  procedures  in  effect  throughout  the  State.  The  applicant's  minimum 
subsistence  needs  are  determined,  and  from  these  is  deducted  any  monthly  income  he 
might  have.  The  county  board  of  public  welfare  then  approves  a grant  amounting  to  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  budgetary  deficit.  In  September  the  grants  in  old  age 
assistance  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  equalled  eighty  per  cent, 
and  in  aid  to  dependent  children  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  budgetary  deficit.  The  new 


Federal  participation  formula  allowed  the  State  to  Increase  payments  in  old  age  assistance 


to  85  per  cent  and  those  in  aid  to  dependent  children  to  75  pei’  cent  on  October  as 


well  as  to  adopt  the  new  maxiniiims.  However,  there  were  not  sufficient  State  funds 
available  for  matching  purposes  to  allow  an  increase  in  the  percentage  In  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  or  to  allow  the  full  Federal  increases  in  the  other 
two  programs. 

Old  age  assistance , This  distribution  is  based  upon  a 5«9  pei'’  cent  sample  of 
September  cases.  The  median  payment  in  old  age  assistance  during  September  was  $31, 
and  a high  proportion  of  the  payments  were  close  to  this  level.  Two-thirds  of  the  pay- 
ments were  between  $20  and  $40,  Only  7.7  per  cent  of  the  recipients  were  receiving  the 
maximum  money  payment  of  $54.  (Since  a small  contribution  must  be  made  for  each  recipi- 
ent into  the  State  fund  for  hospitalization  of  public  assistance  recipients,  the  maximttm 
money  payment  is  slightly  lower  than  the  Federal  maximum  in  each  program.) 

Aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  A 25  per  cent  sample  of  APTD  cases 
was  used.  The  median  payment  in  this  program  was  $38  in  September,  seven  dollars  higher 
than  in  old  age  assistance.  The  cover  chart  shows  that  recipients  of  aid  to  the  perma- 
nently and  totally  disabled  tended  to  receive  higher  payments  than  r-ecipients  of  old  age 
assistance;  32,0  per  cent  received  $45  or  more  in  September,  as  compared  with  only  15.I 
per  cent  of  the  old  age  assistance  recipients,  Tlie  maximum  payment  of  $54  v:as  made  to 
18.0  per  cent  of  the  disabled  recipients. 

Aid  to  dependent  children.  Payments  under  aid  to  dependent  children  ranged  from 
$5  to  well  over  $100  for  the  largest  families  in  the  samiple  selected,  (The  sample 
dravm  for  the  purpose  of  determining  this  distribution  consisted  of  all  cases  v;ith  no 
adult  in  the  assistance  group  and  one-third  of  the  cases  in  September  with  an  adult 
included.)  Ihe  median  payment  per  family  was  $59*  Payments  varied  with  the  number  of 


children  included,  as  the  following  table  shows:

The  proportion  of  cases  in  each  of  the  three  programs  receiving  maximum  grants  is 
of  particular  significance , for  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  a high  proportion  of  the 
persons  receiving  the  maxim\un  were  actually  getting  payments  amounting  to  far  less  than 
80  or  70  per  cent  of  their  monetary  deficit  for  a minimum  health  and  decency  budget. 

The  new  maximums  effective  on  October ‘1  will  alleviate  this  situation  to  some  degree.

Effective  October  1,  1956,  the  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by 
the  following  formulae: 

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays 

four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $30.  The 
raaximuifi  monthly  payment  is  $6o. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  l4/'17ths  of  the  first  $17  of  the  average 
grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $32 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 

per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government,  How- 
ever, the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fimd  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet 
their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  paid  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients  in 
the  three  programs  during  October.  The  State  paid  about  one-eighth  of  the  cost  and  the  counties 


paid  about  one-eleventh.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - OCTOBER  195^ 


Public  Assistance;  Old  age  assistance  case  loads  showed  small  seasonal  Increases 
during  October.  Persons  receiving  old  age  assistance  this  month  numbered  51.701. 
up  97  from  September.  However,  this  month's  case  loads  were  smaller  by  27  recipients 
than  those  of  October  1955  despite  the  Increasing  number  of  persons  65  years  of  age 
and  over  In  the  State.  On  October  1,  195^.  Federal  participation  In  assistance  grants 
was  Increased.  (See  "Source  of  Funds  for  Public  Assistance"  on  page  10  for  the  new 
formulae.)  During  the  past  year  the  average  grant  has  Increased  2.8  per  cent,  to 
$32.21.  On  October  31,  195^,  old  age  assistance  applications  pending  In  the  State 
numbered  1,759;  a year  ago  there  were  1,426  applications  pending. 

There  were  19.139  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  during 
the  month,  an  increase  of  2.0  per  cent  over  the  18,771  families  receiving  assistance 
in  October  1955*  Included  in  the  payments  this  month  were  17,208  adults  and  56,476 
children.  The  average  grant  In  October  reached  $62.69  per  family,  an  Increase  of  1.4 
per  cent  over  the  $61,82  paid  In  October  1955 • During  the  twelve-month  period  the 
average  grant  per  person  has  risen  only  from  $16.26  to  $16.28.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  there  were  2,094  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  pending  in  the  State, 
as  compared  with  1,557  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  Increase. 
During  October  an  average  payment  of  $37.87  was  made  to  13,6l4  disabled  persons.  This 
represented  an  increase  of  15-3  per  cent  over  the  11 ,804  persons  receiving  assistance 
in  October  1955.  and  an  Increase  of  2.4  per  cent  over  the  average  payment  of  $36.97  a 
year  ago.  On  October  31,  1956,  there  were  1,212  applications  for  disabled  persons 
pending  in  the  State,  as  compared  v/ith  Sll  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month 
from  the  State  fund  for  6,832  days  of  hospitalization  for  515  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance,  for  an  average  of  13.3  days  per  person.  There  were  599  persons  in  aid 
to  dependent  children  families  for  x/hom  payments  were  made  for  4,507  days  of  care. 


an  average  of  7*5  days  per  person.  Payments  v;ere  made  for  2,671  days  for  211  recipients 
of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  12.7  days  per  person. 

The  average  number  of  days  per  person  for  all  categories  was  10.6. 

The  munber  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  increased  by  Il4  in  October  'with 
2,616  cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $23.80.  This  included  716  persons  in 
licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  for  whom  counties  vrere  supplementing  other  resources 
at  an  average  of  $27.09  per  person.  There  was  an  increase  of  23.7  per  cent  over  the 
2,114  cases  receiving  assistance  in  October  1955.  and  an  increase  of  11.8  per  cent  over 
the  average  grant  of  $21.29  paid  a year  ago. 

Services:  County  offices  reported  a total  of  20,623  non-f inanclal  sei’vice  only  cases 
as  open  in  October  195^.  This  represented  an  increase  of  3-5  psr  cent  over  the  19.930 
cases  reported  a year  ago.  A total  of  45,169  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Medical  and  health  care  services  and  services  to 
individual  children  accounted  for  approximately  68  per  cent  of  the  total. 

On  October  31,  195^,  there  were  15.973  children  receiving  special  services  from 
county  welfare  departments,  an  increase  of  I.7  per  cent  over  the  15,708  children  re- 
ported at  the  end  of  October  1955-  Of  the  children  this  month  46  per  cent  were  in  their 
parents'  homes,  and  36  per  cent  were  in  foster  homes  with  either  relatives  or  non- 
relatives.  Six  per  cent  were  in  child-caring  institutions,  5 per  cent  were  in  correctional 
institutions,  and  the  remaining  7 pei*  cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  132  children  in  North  Carolina  in 
October,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  ten  months  of  1956  to  1,219.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1 ,648  additional 
children. 

Fourteen  nev;  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  in  the  State  during  October. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  there  vrere  7^5  licensed  homes  in  the  State,  an  Increase  of  7.3 
per  cent  over  the  694  homes  licensed  on  October  31,  1955.  Of  the  homes  currently  licensed, 
588  are  for  the  care  of  v/hite  children,  155  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians. 
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'Phere  were  2,043  child  labor  certificates  and  5I  a£;o  certificates  Issued  by 
covmty  welfare  staffs  In  October.  The  schools  referred  46l  cases  for  Investigation 
for  non-attendance  In  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  420  such  cases.  There 
were  1 , 646  cases  certified  as  medlcrally  Indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care 
Commission  and  39  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital , Chapel 
Hill . 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  October  31  there  were  13,655  persons  in 
State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  1.6  per  cent  less  than  in  October  1955-  0^"  these, 
11,911  persons,  or  87.2  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,7^*^'- 
persons  v;ere  in  the  four  State  sanatoria,  cerebral  palsy  hospital,  and  orthopedic 
hospital . 

At  the  end  of  the  month  934  children  v;ere  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training 
schools.  Included  vjere  696  boys  and  238  girls.  This  month's  population  represented 
an  increase  of  33  children  over  the  population  at  the  end  of  last  month,  and  an  in- 
crease of  101  children,  12.1  per  cent  over  the  population  of  833  reported  on  October 
31,  1955*  Much  of  the  population  increase  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
admissions  at  Morrison  Training  School. 

The  population  of  the  29  county  homes  in  the  State  v/as  1,342  on  October  31- 
During  the  month  there  were  26  separations  from  county  homes,  nine  of  v/hich  viere  due 
to  death. 

On  October  31,  1956,  there  were  310  licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  in  the 
State,  an  increase  of  24  homes  over  a year  ago.  Of  the  homes  licensed  at  the  end  of 
this  month,  234  were  for  the  care  of  white  persons  and  j6  were  for  the  care  of 
Negroes. 

There  were  10,6oi  persons  held  in  State  penal  institutions  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  This  represented  an  increase  of  3-1  per  cent  over  the  population  on  October 


31,  1955. 


During  the  month  11,419  persons  ivere  held  in  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State. 


Of  this  number  1,251  persons  remained  in  jail  on  October  51.  There  were  50  children 
under  l6  years  of  age  held  in  county  jails  during  October,  including  10  children  held 
for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  289  persons  reported  in  17  workhouses  and  cotmty  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty-three  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on 
October  31. 

Eugenics  Board:  Operations  foh  79  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during 

the  quarter  July-September  1956.  Of  the  60  operations  for  v;hieh  surgeons  returned  reports 
during  the  quarter,  the  costs  foi*  42  non-lnstitutlonal  cases  were  met  by  county  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  I8  operations  for  institutional  cases  were  met  by  State 


institutions . 


DISTRIBUTION  OP  PAYMENTS  IN  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE 


The  195^  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  provided  for  Increases  In  Federal 
participation  In  public  assistance  grants.  These  Increases  became  effective  on 
October  1,  1956.  Under  the  previous  formula  the  Federal  Government  paid  four-fifths 
of  the  first  $25  and  one-half  of  the  remaining  amount  In  the  average  grant  In  old  age 
assistance  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  with  a maximum  Individual 
grant  of  $55:  on  October  1 this  was  Increased  to  four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  and  one- 
half  of  the  remaining  amount  In  the  average  grant , with  a maximum  individual  grant  of 
$60.  In  aid  to  dependent  children  the  Federal  Government  had  paid  four-fifths  of  the 

first  $15  of  the  average  grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remaining  amount,  with 

maxlmums  set  at  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  the  responsible  adult  and  $21  for 
each  additional  child;  on  October  1 the  Federal  share  was  increased  to  l4/17ths  of  the 
first  $17  of  the  average  grant  per  person  and  one-half  of  the  remaining  amount,  and 

new  maximum  payments  were  set  at  $32  each  for  the  first  child  and  the  responsible  adult 

and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

In  order  to  be  able  in  the  future  to  assess  the  full  effects  of  the  nevf  formula, 
as  well  as  to  make  comparisons  with  former  distributions,  the  distributions  of  recipi- 
ents in  the  three  progrsiras  by  size  of  payment  In  September  195^  were  computed.  Data 
relative  to  these  distributions  are  shown  on  the  cover  chart  and  in  the  following  tables. 

How  payments  are  determined.  Once  It  Is  determined  that  an  applicant  meets  other 
eligibility  requirements  for  receiving  assistance,  his  needs  are  budgeted  according 
to  standardized  procedures  in  effect  throughout  the  State.  The  applicant's  minimum 
subsistence  needs  are  determined,  and  from  these  Is  deducted  any  monthly  income  he 
might  have.  The  county  board  of  public  welfare  then  approves  a grant  amounting  to  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  budgetary  deficit.  In  September  the  grants  in  old  age 
assistance  and  aid  to  the  pennanently  and  totally  disabled  equalled  eighty  per  cent, 
and  in  aid  to  dependent  children  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  budgetary  deficit.  The  new 


Federal  participation  formula  allowed  the  State  to  increase  payments  In  old  age  assistance 


to  85  per  cent  and  those  in  aid  to  dependent  children  to  75  per  cent  on  October-  as 


well  as  to  adopt  the  new  maxintums.  However,  there  were  not  sufficient  State  funds 
available  for  matching  purposes  to  allovj  an  increase  in  the  percentage  In  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  or  to  allow  the  full  Federal  increases  in  the  other 
two  programs. 

Old  age  assistance , This  distribution  is  based  upon  a 5- 9 pei^  cent  sample  of 
September  cases.  The  median  payment  in  old  age  assistance  during  September  was  $31, 
and  a high  proportion  of  the  payments  were  close  to  this  level.  Two-thirds  of  the  pay- 
ments were  between  $20  and  $40,  Only  7«7  pei”  cent  of  the  recipients  were  receiving  the 
maximum  money  payment  of  $54.  (Since  a small  contribution  must  be  made  for  each  recipi- 
ent into  the  State  fund  for  hospitalization  of  public  assistance  recipients,  the  maximum 
money  payment  is  slightly  lower  than  the  Federal  maximum  in  each  program.) 

Aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  A 25  per  cent  sample  of  AFTD  cases 
was  used.  The  median  payment  in  this  program  was  $38  in  September,  seven  dollars  higher 
than  in  old  age  assistance.  The  cover  chart  shows  that  recipients  of  aid  to  the  perma- 
nently and  totally  disabled  tended  to  receive  higher  payments  than  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance;  32,0  per  cent  received  $45  or  more  in  September,  as  compared  with  only  I5.I 
per  cent  of  the  old  age  assistance  recipients,  Tlie  maximum  payment  of  $54  v;as  made  to 
18.0  per  cent  of  the  disabled  recipients. 

Aid  to  dependent  children.  Payments  under  aid  to  dependent  children  ranged  from 
$5  to  v/ell  over  $100  for  the  largest  families  in  the  samiple  selected.  ('Kie  sample 
drawn  for  the  purpose  of  determining  this  distribution  consisted  of  all  cases  with  no 
adult  in  the  assistance  group  and  one-third  of  the  cases  in  September  with  an  adult 
Included.)  The  median  payment  per  family  was  $59»  Payments  varied  with  the  number  of 


children  included,  as  the  following  table  shows;

While  the  larger  families  receive  higher  grants,  the  average  payment  per  person  declines 
rapidly  as  the  size  of  family  Increases.  There  were  no  very  large  families  In  the  sample 
which  received  maxlmxim  grants,  and  only  among  families  with  one,  two,  or  three  children 
was  there  a sizeable  number  receiving  the  maximum.  Families  receiving  the  maximum  payment 
made  up  l8.4  per  cent  of  all  aid  to  dependent  children  cases. 

The  proportion  of  cases  In  each  of  the  three  programs  receiving  maximum  grants  Is 
of  particular  significance , for  It  may  be  safely  assumed  that  a high  proportion  of  the 
persons  receiving  the  maximum  were  actually  getting  payments  amounting  to  far  less  than 
80  or  70  per  cent  of  their  monetary  deficit  for  a minimum  health  and  decency  budget. 

The  new  maxlmums  effective  on  October ‘1  will  alleviate  this  situation  to  some  degree.

Effective  October  1,  1956,  the  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by 
the  following  formulae: 

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays 

four-fifths  of  the  first  $30  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $30.  The 
raaximuift  monthly  payment  is  $6o. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  l4,/17ths  of  the  first  $17  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $32 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $23  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 
per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  How- 
ever, the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet 
their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  paid  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients  in 
the  three  programs  during  October.  The  State  paid  about  one-eighth  of  the  cost  and  the  counties 


paid  about  one-eleventh.

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Publlc  Assistance;  Old  age  assistance  case  loads  decreased  slightly  in  July  for  the  second 
successive  month.  A total  of  51»739  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over  received  payments, 
representing  a decrease  of  8l  reclpients--0 .2  per  cent--from  the  number  receiving  assistance 
In  July  1955*  The  average  grant  this  month  was  $31.87,  an  increase  of  2.3  per  cent  in  the 
twelve-month  period.  On  July  31,  1956,  there  were  1,719  applications  for  old  age  assistance 
pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  conqsared  with  1,364  applications  pending 
a year  ago. 

A sharp  seasonal  decrease  occurred  in  aid  to  dependent  children  families  receiving 
assistance  in  July  as  18,761  families  received  grants  averaging  $61.87,  down  1,193  families 
from  June.  Included  In  the  families  this  month  were  16,862  essential  adults  and  55,289  chil- 
dren, with  a resulting  average  payment  of  $16.09  per  person.  This  month's  case  load  represented 
an  Increase  of  only  0.5  per  cent  over  the  l8,668  families  aided  in  July  1955-  During  the  past 
year  the  family  grant  has  increased  0.6  per  cent,  while  the  grant  per  person  has  decreased  1.0 
per  cent.  At  the  end  of  the  current  month  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants 
pending  in  the  State  numbered  l,6oi.  A year  ago  there  were  1,158  applications  pending. 

Aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  case  loads  continue  to  increase,  as  they 
have  each  month  since  the  inception  of  the  program.  In  July  an  average  grant  of  $37*56  was 
paid  to  13,202  persons.  In  the  past  year  case  loads  have  increased  14.7  per  cent  while  the 
average  grant  has  increased  only  2.1  per  cent.  At  the  end  of  the  month  l,l84  applications 
for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  grants  were  pending  in  the  State,  as  com- 
pared with  861  pending  applications  on  July  31,  1955- 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month  from ‘the 
State  fund  for  8,378  days  of  hospitalization  for  648  recipients  of  old  age  assistance,  an 
average  of  12.9  days  per  person.  There  were  28l  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and 
totally  disabled  for  whom  payments  for  4,08l  days  of  care  were  made,  an  average  of  14.5  days 
per  person.  Due  to  insufficient  fvinds  payments  were  made  for  only  5OO  days  of  care  for  JO 
persons  in  aid  to  dependent  children  families,  an  average  of  7*1  days  per  person;  the  remainder 
of  the  claims  scheduled  for  July  payment  were  carried  over  to  August.  The  average  number  of 
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days  for  all  categories  was  13.0;  this  average  was  higher  than,  has  been  experienced  in  recent 
months  due  to  the  samll  number  of  aid  to  dependent  children  claims  paid  during  the  month. 

Cases  receiving  general  assistance  decreased  by  21  during  July.  There  were  2,472  cases 
receiving  this  type  of  local  assistance  in  July  195^  with  an  average  payment  of  $21.89.  There 
has  been  an  increase  of  19.1  per  cent  in  case  loads  during  the  past  year;  in  the  same  period 
the  average  grant  has  Increased  by  6.0  per  cent. 

Services;  In  July  eases  receiving  only  non-financial  service  numbered  19,920.  This  was  an 
Increase  of  7.6  per  cent  over  the  18,521  cases  reported  In  July  1955*  A total  of  42,578  ser- 
vices were  rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare  during  the  month.  Of 
this  ntimber  66  per  cent  were  to  persons  not  benefiting  from  any  of  the  categorical  aid  programs, 
while  the  remaining  34  per  cent  were  to  persons  receiving  both  special  services  and  financial 
assistance . 

At  the  end  of  July  there  were  15,402  children  receiving  special  services  from  county 
departments  of  public  welfare.  Of  this  number  48  per  cent  were  in  cases  carried  by  child 
v/elfare  ease  workers.  Porty-slx  per  cent  of  the  children  were  in  their  parents'  homes  and 
36  per  cent  were  in  foster  homes  with  either  relatives  or  non-relatives . Child-caring  and 
correctional  institutions  were  caring  for  11  per  cent  of  the  children;  the  remaining  7 pei* 
cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  93  children  in  North  Carolina  in  July, 
bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  seven  months  of  1956  to  815.  At  the  end  of 
the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,637  additional  children. 

Twenty-six  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  in  North  Carolina  during  July. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  748  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  589  were  for  the  care  of 
vihite  children,  157  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians. 

During  July  staffs  of  county  welfare  departments  issued  2,257  child  labor  certificates 
and  35  age  certificates.  There  were  1,543  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the 
plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission  and  5I  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina  Memorial 


Hospital,  Chapel  Hill. 


Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  July  31,  1956,  there  were  13,700  persons  In  State 
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hospltals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  95  persons  from  July  1955.  Of  these,  11,885  persons 
or  86.8  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,815  persons  were  in  the  four 
State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

The  population  of  the  five  State  training  schools  declined  slightly  during  the  month. 
At  the  end  of  July  872  children,  64l  boys  and  231  girls,  vjere  enrolled.  This  compares  with 
848  children  a year  ago  and  876  children  at  the  end  of  last  month. 

The  population  of  thr  29  county  homes  In  the  State  was  1,358  on  July  31.  There  were 

26  separations  from  county  homes  during  the  month,  of  which  13  v;ere  due  to  death. 

Pour  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  during  July.  At  the  end  of  the  month 
there  were  295  such  homes  In  the  State;  225  homes  were  licensed  for  the  care  of  white  per- 
sons and  70  homes  were  for  Negroes. 

During  the  month  the  population  of  State  penal  Institutions  declined,  from  10,669 
persons  on  July  1 to  10,548  persons  on  July  31.  However,  in  the  past  year  the  population 

has  increased  by  7.8  per  cent,  from  the  9,787  persons  Incarcerated  on  July  31,  1955. 

An  all-time  high  since  the  present  reporting  system  was  begun  vifas  registered  in  the 
county  Jail  population  of  11,802  persons  held  in  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State  during 
the  month.  This  compares  with  10,751  persons  held  in  July  1955.  Remaining  in  Jail  on  July 
31  v/ere  1,233  persons.  There  were  56  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  in  county  Jails 
during  July. 

There  were  372  persons  reported  in  19  vrorkhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Fifteen  children  vrere  held  in  detention  quarters  on  July  31. 

Eugenic s Board:  Operations  for  79  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during  the 

quarter  April- June  1956.  Of  the  58  operations  for  which  surgeons  returned  reports  during 
the  month,  the  costs  for  34  non-instltutional  cases  were  met  by  county  departments  of 


public  welfare.  Costs  of  24  operations  for  institutional  cases  were  met  by  State  institutions. 


CHARACTERISTICS  OP  FAMILIES  RECEIVING  AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

MARCH  1956  - PART  IV  ' 

Tills  is  the  fourth  and  final  report  on  findings  of  the  March  195^  study  of  aid  to 
dependent  children  recipients  in  North  Carolina.  The  first  three  reports  appeared  in  the 
three  preceding  Issues  of  Public  Welfare  Statistics. 

ADC  family  budgets.  The  subsistence  needs  of  each  family  applying  for  aid  to  de- 
pendent children  are  carefully  determined  according  to  a standard  budget  which  is  applied 
uniformly  throughout  the  State.  After  the  family’s  minimum  needs  are  totaled,  the  average 
monthly  resources  of  the  family  in  money  and  goods  are  deducted.  The  monthly  ADC  payment 
is  then  set  at  JO  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  need  not  met  by  the  family's  resources.*  A 
higher  percentage  of  the  budgetary  deficit  of  these  families  cannot  be  paid  because  of 
the  lack  of  sufficient  State  and  county  ftmds  to  match  available  Federal  funds. 

Prom  the  eight  per  cent  san5)le  drawn  in  the  March  study,  estimates  can  be  made  con- 
cerning the  budgets  of  the  19,973  families  of  North  Carolina  receiving  ADC  in  March. 

The  total  budgetary  requirements  of  the  families  receiving  ADC  in  March  is  esti- 
mated at  $2,525,000.  The  resources  of  these  families  appearing  in  the  budgets  amounted 
to  $7^0,000,  or  29.3  per  cent  of  total  requirements.  ADC  payments  totaled  $1,235»000, 
or  48.9  per  cent  of  total  requirements.  (Of  this  amount,  $963,000  came  from  Federal 
funds,  $157,000  from  State  funds,  and  $115,000  from  coxinty  funds.  See  the  following  re- 
port on  "Source  of  Funds  for  Public  Assistance.")  There  remained  a need  for  another 
$550,000  among  these  families,  21.8  per  cent  of  total  requirements,  which  was  not  met. 

Budget  deficits  for  March  (total  requirements  less  resources)  among  the  ADC 
families  amounted  to  $1,785,000.  The  ADC  payments  equaled  69.2  per  cent  of  this  amount, 
while  30.8  per  cent  of  this  need  was  unmet.  In  the  over-all  average  the  ADC  payments 
amount  to  less  than  70  per  cent  of  budget  deficits  since  some  families  are  receiving  the 
maximum  payments  allowed,  which  in  their  cases  amounts  to  less  than  JO  per  cent. 

* The  JO  per  cent  used  at  the  time  of  the  survey  will  be  raised  to  75  per  cent,  effective 


October  1,  1956.

In  56.4  per  cent  of  all  families  in  the  case  load  there  vra.s  a mother  In  the  home  who 
was  able  to  work  to  help  support  the  family.  In  15-7  per  cent  of  the  families  other  per- 
sons included  in  the  grant--older  children  or  incapacitated  fathers--were  able  to  provide 
some  support.  Some  Income  in  kind,  either  in  contributions  from  relatives  or  in  garden  pro- 
duce raised,  was  reported  for  49.3  per  cent  of  the  families,  and  30.7  per  cent  reported 
OASI  benefits  or  other  sources  of  cash  income . 


The  budgetary  requirements  of  these  families  have  also  been  analyzed.  TOie  standard 
basic  items,  including  food,  clothing,  medicine  chest  supplies,  and  household  supplies 
and  equipment,  accounted  for  eighty  per  cent  of  the  total  budgets.  Standard  amoimts  have 
been  set  for  these  items  in  the  State  plan,  with  the  amount  depending  upon  the  size  of 
the  family;  these  amounts  have  been  determined  on  the  basis  of  studies  of  family  budgets 
in  North  Carolina.

Bie  basic  items  were  included  in  all  budgets.  Education  expenses  and  school  lunches 


were  to  be  included  in  all  budgets  for  families  with  school  children.  Of  all  ADC  budgets, 
82  per  cent  Included  the  education  e:i5)ense  item  and  8l  per  cent  Included  school  lunches. 
Other  items  depended  upon  the  particular  needs  of  families.  For  exan5)le , 6l  per  cent  of 
the  budgets  included  shelter,  indicating  that  shelter  was  fully  provided  by  relatives  or 
others  for  39  per  cent  of  the  ADC  families.  Also,  the  fuel  item  was  Included  in  63  per 
cent  of  the  budgets,  lights  in  70  per  cent,  and  water  in  48  per  cent,  indicating  partly 
the  extent  to  which  utilities  were  available  and  partly  the  extent  to  which  they,  too, 
were  contributed  by  relatives  or  others.  Medical  care  was  Included  in  38  per  cent  of  the 
budgets.

Readers  will  also  note  changes  in  the  tables  of  the  bulletin  that  become  effective 
with  this  issue.  Certain  services  provided  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare  and 
services  given  by  various  community  organizations  through  the  county  departments  have  been 
added  to  Table  4.  Table  12  has  been  revised  to  show  children  receiving  public  assistance 


and  other  case  work  services  separately  from  children  receiving  non-flnanclal  services  only.

The  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  Is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays  four- 

fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25.  The  maximum 
monthly  payment  Is  $55. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maxlmiun  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $30  each 
for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50  per  cent 

and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  However,  the  State 
gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet  their  share  of  the 
payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients 
In  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  about  one-seventh  of  the  cost  and  the  coimties,  on  the  average, 


pay  about  one-ninth.

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PUBLIC  WEL7ARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - JUNE  1956 


Public  Assistance : The  close  of  the  fiscal  year  found  old  age  assistance  case  loads 

slightly  smaller  than  a year  ago.  This  month  51.750  persons  received  grants,  representing 
a decrease  of  0.6  per  cent  from  the  51.780  recipients  reported  In  June  1955*  During  the 
same  period  the  average  money  payment  Increased  from  $31.17  In  June  1955  to  $31.79  In  June 
1956.  In  the  past  twelve  months  action  was  taken  on  10,901  applications  for  old  age  assis- 
tance In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with  11,788  applications  during 
the  fiscal  year  1959-- 55.  Tills  year  payments  were  authorized  for  6,666  persons,  61.2  per 
cent  of  the  total;  last  year's  percentage  was  61.7.  There  were  4,235  persons  to  whom  pay- 
ment was  denied  or  the  application  disposed  of  for  other  reasons.  On  June  30,  1956. 
applications  were  pending  In  the  State  for  1,622  additional  persons,  as  compared  with  1,445 
applications  on  June  30,  1955. 

A seasonal  decrease  was  noted  In  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments 
In  Jime.  This  month  19.954  families.  Including  17,970  adults  and  58,993  children,  received 
grants  averaging  $62.03  per  family.  This  represented  an  increase  of  1.0  per  cent  over  the 
19.756  families  receiving  assistance  in  June  1955  and  an  Increase  of  0.9  per  cent  over  last 
year's  average  grant  of  $61.49.  However,  In  the  past  year  the  average  payment  per  person 
has  dropped  from  $l6.21  to  $l6.08.  During  the  fiscal  year  county  departments  of  public 
welfare  disposed  of  12,492  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children.  Payment  was 
authorized  for  8,700  families,  69.6  per  cent  of  the  total.  These  figures  con5)are  with 
12,624  applications  on  which  action  was  taken  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  S,9^l€ 
families  for  whom  payments  were  authorized- -71 .1  per  cent  of  the  total.  An  additional 
1,512  applications  were  pending  in  the  State  at  the  end  of  June,  as  con5>ared  with  l,l80 
applications  on  file  on  June  30,  1955- 

This  month  13,094  persons  received  an  average  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  grant  of  $37.53.  There  were  11,321  persons  receiving  this  type  of  assistance  In 
June  1955.  and  at  that  time  the  average  grant  was  $36.84.  Action  was  taken  In  the  State 
on  a total  of  6,301  applications  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  during 
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the  fiscal  year.  Assistance  v;as  authorized  for  4,344  persons,  68,9  per  cent  of  the  total; 
last  year  the  percentage  of  applications  authorized  was  The  remaining  1,957  appli- 

cations were  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  vzere  disposed  of  for  other  reasons. 

On  June  30,  195^,  applications  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,086  disabled  persons,  as 
compared  with  904  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6,00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month  from 
the  State  fund  for  ?»124  days  of  hospitalization  for  563  recipients  of  old  age  assistance, 
an  average  of  12,7  days  per  person.  There  were  445  persons  in  aid  to  dependent  children 
families  for  v;hom  payments  for  3,685  days  were  made,  an  average  of  8.3  days  per  person, 
payments  were  made  for  2,6l5  days  for  209  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally 
disabled,  an  average  of  12,5  days  per  person.  The  average  number  of  days  for  all  categories 
;xas  11,0, 

During  the  month  2,493  cases  received  general  assistance,  an  increase  of  24.0  per 
cent  over  the  2,011  cases  receiving  this  type  of  assistance  in  J\me  1955-  average 

grant  this  month  was  $21,97,  an  increase  ot  7 .6  per  cent  over  the  grant  of  $20,41  reached 
a year  ago. 

Services:  Coxinty  departments  of  public  welfare  reported  a total  of  21,515  non-financlal 

service  only  cases  as  active  in  June  1956,  an  increase  of  10.8  per  cent  over  the  19,425 
cases  reported  a year  ago.  A total  of  46,085  services  vrere  rendered  to  persons  by  county 
offices  in  June,  Cases  receiving  non-financlal  service  only  were  given  68  per  cent  of 
these  services.  Tiie  remaining  32  per  cent  were  given  to  cases  receiving  both  financial 
assistance  and  special  services. 

At  the  end  of  June  there  were  15,473  children  receiving  special  services  from 
county  departments  of  public  welfare,  an  increase  of  9»5  per  cent  over  the  14,127  children 
reported  on  June  30  1955 • Approximately  48  per  cent  of  the  children  this  month  were  in 

cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers,  as  compared  with  5^  per  cent  of  the  children 


a year  ago. 


Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  205  children  In  North  Carolina  In 


June,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  six  months  of  1956  to  722.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  In  the  State  for  1,585  additional 
children. 

Nineteen  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  during  June.  At  the  end  of 
the  month  there  were  753  licensed  homes  In  the  State;  593  were  for  the  care  of  white 
children,  158  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians. 

There  were  3,560  child  labor  certificates  and  53  age  certificates  Issued  by  county 
welfare  staffs  In  June.  There  were  1,488  cases  certified  as  medically  Indigent  under 
the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission  and  65  cases  certified  for  the  North  Carolina 
Memorial  Hospital , Chapel  Hill , 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  June  30,  1956,  there  were  13,686  persons  In 

State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  1,1  per  cent  from  June  1955*  Of  these, 
11,908  persons,  or  87  per  cent,  were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,778  persons 
were  In  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

During  the  month  a seasonal  decrease  occurred  In  the  population  of  the  five  State 
training  schools.  At  the  end  of  the  month  876  children,  638  boys  and  238  girls,  were 
enrolled.  This  compares  with  916  children  at  the  end  of  last  month  and  892  children  a 
year  ago. 

The  population  of  the  29  county  homes  In  the  State  was  1,348  on  June  30.  There 
were  26  separations  from  these  county  homes  during  the  month,  of  which  13  were  due  to 
death. 


At  the  end  of  June  there  were  298  boarding  homes  for  adults  licensed  In  the  State. 
White  persons  were  being  cared  for  In  228  of  these  homes,  while  70  were  licensed  for  the 
care  of  Negroes.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  licensed  homes  In  the  State  has 


Increased  by  15. 


The  population  of  the  State  penal  Institutions  declined  slightly  during  the  month, 
from  10,761  at  the  end  of  May  to  10,669  at  the  end  of  June.  This  month's  population 
represented  an  Increase  of  5.9  per  cent  over  the  10,079  persons  held  on  June  30,  1955 • 

During  the  month  11,215  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State, 
an  increase  of  14.4  per  cent  over  the  9,804  persons  held  in  June  1955*  Remaining  in 
Jail  on  June  30  were  1,271  persons.  There  were  49  children  under  16  years  of  age  held 
in  county  Jails  during  June. 

There  were  320  persons  reported  in  I7  workhouses  and  county  prison, farms  on  June 
Fifteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  at  the  end  of  the  month.

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CHARACTEniSTICS  OP  FAMILIES  RECEIVTNQ  AID  TO  DEPENDEHT  CHILDREN:  MARCH  1956 

PART  III 

Special  articles  In  the  last  two  Issues  of  Public  Welfare  Statistics  have  presented 
soae  of  the  findings  of  the  Biennial  Statistical  Report  of  Characteristics  of  Families 
Receiving  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  conducted  In  March  1956.  Additional  in^jortant  find- 
ings from  this  study  are  given  below: 

Distribution  of  payments . The  average  ADC  family  in  North  Carolina  received  a pay- 
ment of  $61.82  during  March,  or  $62. y4  if  the  payments  Into  the  State  fund  for  the  hospi- 
talization of  public  assistance  recipients  are  Included.  Since  ADC  cases  Included  an 
average  of  3.85  persons,  the  average  ADC  recipient  received  a cash  grant  of  $l6.06  during 
March,  or  $16.30  including  hospitalization.  However,  the  amount  of  payment  varied  con- 
siderably among  the  various  types  of  cases. 

Of  the  19.973  cases  receiving  aid  in  March,  l8,003  Included  mothers  or  other 
responsible  adults  and  1,970  Included  only  children.  The  cases  with  adults  included  re- 
ceived an  estimated  average  grant  of  $63.78,  Including  hospitalization.  This  amounts  to 
an  average  of  $15.81  per  person.  The  cases  without  adults  Included  received  an  estimated 
average  grant  of  only  $43.10,  including  hospitalization.  However,  these  cases  were  smaller, 
and  as  a result  the  average  grant  per  person  among  them  was  $19*88. 

Cases  without  adults  included  were  too  few  in  the  sac^ile  to  allow  much  additional 
analysis.  However,  cases  with  adults  included  are  analyzed  further  in  Table  A.  This  table 
relates  average  grants  to  number  of  children  In  the  grant  and  also  to  type  of  place  of 
residence . 

As  is  to  be  expected,  the  grant  increases  as  number  of  children  in  the  family  increases: 
one-child  families  received  an  average  grant  of  $42. 76,  while  families  with  six  or  more 
children  received  an  average  grant  of  $91.41.  However  the  average  grant  per  person  decreases 


as  the  size  of  the  family  Increases.

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  grant  per  person  in  the  large  family  is  little  more  than  one-half 
the  grant  per  person  in  the  smallest  families.  This  is  due  partially  to  variations  in  cost 
of  living  by  size  of  family  but  also  to  a relationship  in  the  higher  grants  to  the  earnings 
of  an  unskilled  laborer  for  support  of  his  family. 


Table  A demonstrates  further  that  ADC  grants  are  considerably  higher  in  urban  places 
than  they  are  in  rural  areas,  and  that  they  are  highest  of  all  in  the  largest  cities.  For 
cities  of  50,000  or  more  the  estimated  average  grant  per  family  was  $71.27;  for  cities  with 
populations  from  2,500  to  49,999  the  average  grant  was  estimated  to  be  $66,20;  for  rural 
farm  residents  the  estimated  average  was  $61.63;  and  for  farm  residents  the  estimated  average 
was  $60,48,  Tliese  same  relationships  held,  with  one  exception,  for  families  with  one  child, 
families  with  two  children,  etc. 


OASI  benefits , An  estimated  4,8  per  cent  of  all  ADC  families  were  also  receiving 
benefits  under  old-age  and  survivors  insurance  ("social  security")  during  March,  However, 
this  rate,  too,  varied  with  type  of  place  of  residence.  Of  ADC  families  living  in  the  largest 
cities  in  the  State,  5.2  per  cent  received  OASI;  of  those  living  in  cities  under  50,000  in 
population,  6.0  per  cent  received  OASI  benefits;  of  those  living  in  other  nonfarm  places, 

5.1  per  cent  received  benefits;  while  of  the  ADC  families  living  on  farms,  only  3.3  per 
cent  were  receiving  OASI  benefits. 

Of  the  ADC  families  receiving  OASI  benefits,  75  per  cent  were  receiving  them  because 
of  the  death  of  the  father  of  the  children,  16  per  cent  were  receiving  them  because  the 
father  had  passed  his  65th  birthday,  was  disabled,  and  had  retired,  and  9 per  cent  received 


them  because  of  the  death  of  the  mother  of  the  children.

urlng  March,  the  average  family  was  re- 


ceiving $54.66  In  such  benefits  per  month.  The  average  ADC  payment  In  March  for  these  families 
was  $46. 52- -over  $l6  less  than  the  over-all  average. 


Terminations  for  seasonal  employment . Adults  In  ADC  families  are  required  to  accept 
work  when  suitable  employment  Is  available  and  adequate  plans  can  be  made  for  the  care  of  the 
chlldr>en.  In  many  cases  employment  can  only  be  taken  In  the  summer,  when  children  are  home 
from  school  and  when  farm  work  Is  available.  According  to  the  study,  4.8  per  cent  of  the 
families  receiving  ADC  In  March  had  been  terminated  for  assistance  In  the  summer  of  1955 
because  of  the  availability  of  seasonal  employment.  This  percentage  also  varied  greatly  with 
place  of  residence,  as  may  be  expected:  of  the  families  receiving  ADC  In  cities  of  5O.OOO  or 
more,  2.6  per  cent  had  had  aid  suspended  in  the  summer  of  1955;  of  those  living  In  smaller 
cities,  3.0  per  cent  had  had  aid  suspended;  of  the  families  living  In  other  nonfarm  places, 
4.7  per  cent  had  had  assistance  terminated:  and  of  the  farm  resident  families,  7«8  per  cent 
were  terminated  for  assistance.

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  Tiie  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $,'30 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50  pei" 

cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government,  However, 
the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet  their 
share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to  recipients 
in  the  three  programs.  Tlie  State  pays  about  one-seventh  of  the  cost  and  the  counties,  on  the  average.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - MAY  1956 


Public  Assistance;  For  the  fourth  successive  month  a slight  seasonal  Increase  occurred  In  old  age 
assistance  case  loads  during  May.  A total  of  51.756  persons  received  an  average  money  payment  of 
$31.72  In  May  1956.  This  represented  an  Increase  of  0.1  per  cent  In  case  loads  over  the  51.69O 
persons  receiving  assistance  In  May  1955-  The  average  grant  has  risen  2.0  per  cent  In  the  past 
year  over  the  $31.10  reported  In  May  1955.  There  were  1,637  applications  for  old  age  assistance 
pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare  on  May  31.  1956,  as  compared  with  1,589  applications 
pending  a year  ago. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  case  loads  again  Increased  this  month,  with  20,196  families  receiv- 
ing assistance  in  May.  Included  in  these  families  were  l8,l84  adults  and  59,686  children.  This 
represented  percentage  Increases  of  0.4,  0.7,  and  2.2  In  families,  adults,  and  children,  respec- 
tively, over  May  1955.  Money  payments  for  this  program  in  May  averaged  $61.94  per  family  and  $16.07 
per  person.  The  average  family  payment  showed  an  Increase  of  0.9  per  cent  over  a year  ago;  however, 
the  payment  per  person  was  O.5  per  cent  lower  than  In  May  1955.  At  the  end  of  May  there  were  1,5^8 
applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare;  a 
year  ago  1,271  applications  were  pending. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  Increase,  as  they  have 
each  month  since  March  1951  when  the  first  payments  were  made  in  North  Carolina.  This  month  12,882 
persons  received  an  average  money  payment  of  $37.45.  This  represented  an  increase  of  15.9  per  cent 
over  the  11,113  disabled  persons  receiving  assistance  in  May  1955.  and  an  increase  of  1.7  per  dent 
over  the  average  grant  of  $36.81  reported  a year  ago.  At  the  end  of  the  month  applications  for 
1.080  additional  persons  were  pending  in  the  State,  as  compared  v/ith  886  applications  pending  on 

May  51  1955. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month  from  the  State 
fiind  for  7,043  days  of  hospitalization  for  530  recipients  of  old  age  assistance,  an  average  of  13.3 
days  per  person.  There  were  44l  persons  In  aid  to  dependent  children  families  for  whom  payments  for 


3.195  days  of  care  were  made,  an  average  of  J .2  days  per  person.  Payments  were  made  for  3,263  days 
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for  232  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  14.1  days  per  person. 
The  average  mimber  of  days  for  all  categories  was  11.2, 

Slight  increases  occurred  in  general  assistance  case  loads  in  May.  Cases  receiving  this  type 
of  local  assistance  numbered  2,509.  as  compared  with  2,231  cases  receiving  assistance  a year  ago. 

The  average  payment  this  month  was  $21,70,  an  increase  of  4.6  per  cent  over  the  payment  of  $20,75 
a year  ago. 

Services;  During  the  month  coxmty  departments  of  public  welfare  reported  a total  of  22,256  cases 
active  for  non-financial  service  only.  This  was  the  largest  number  of  non-financlal  service  only 
cases  ever  reported  in  North  Carolina,  and  represented  an  increase  of  11,4  per  cent  over  the  19.972 
cases  reported  in  May  1955»  4 total  of  47,058  non-financial  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by 
county  welfare  departments  in  May,  an  increase  of  8,4  per  cent  over  May  1955. 

The  niunber  of  individual  children  who  received  sei*vlce  during  the  month  was  17,568.  Children 
were  the  recipients  of  49  per  cent  of  the  total  services  given.  Of  the  16,137  children  continuing 
to  receive  service  at  the  end  of  the  month,  47  per  cent  were  living  with  their  parents,  while  35  per 
cent  were  in  foster  homes  either  with  relatives  or  with  non-relatives.  An  additional  11  per  cent 
were  in  institutions,  and  the  remaining  7 per  cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  IO8  children  in  North  Carolina  in  May,  bringing 
the  total  registrations  to  date  in  1956  to  517.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were 
pending  in  the  State  for  1,679  additional  children. 

Fifteen  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  during  May.  At  the  end  of  the  month 
there  were  J^-6  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  589  v;ere  for  the  care  of  white  children,  155  for  Negro 
children,  and  two  for  Indians.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  homes  has  increased  10,8  per  cent 
over  the  673  homes  licensed  on  May  31,  1955. 

Child  labor  certificates  issued  in  May  1956  numbered  1,966,  an  increase  of  16  per  cent  over 
the  1,695  certificates  issued  in  May  1955.  In  addition  34  age  certificates  were  Issued  this  month. 
The  schools  referred  96  cases  for  Investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were 
made  on  98  such  cases.  There  were  1,311  cases  certified  as  medically  Indigent  under  the  plan  of  the 
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Medlcal  Care  Commission,  and  44  persons  certified  for  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital.  Chapel  Hill. 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  May  31.  1956,  there  were  13,769  persons  In  State  hospitals 

and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  0.2  per  cent  from  May  1955.  Of  these,  11,945  persons,  or  86.8  per  cent, 

were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,824  persons  were  In  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic 
hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  916  children,  666  boys  and  25O  girls,  were  enrolled  In  the  five  State 
training  schools.  This  was  the  same  population  reported  on  May  31.  1955.  and  Is  a decrease  of  three 
children  In  the  past  month. 

The  population  of  the  29  coimty  homes  In  the  State  was  1,352  on  May  31,  1956.  During  the  month 

there  were  34  separations  from  these  coimty  homes;  20  of  them  were  due  to  death. 

Eight  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  In  North  Carolina  in  May.  At  the  end  of  the  month 
there  were  300  such  homes  operating  In  the  State.  White  residents  were  receiving  care  In  230  of  these 
homes,  while  70  were  for  Negroes. 

The  State  penal  population  decreased  by  44  persons  during  the  month.  The  total  number  of  pris- 
oners held  on  May  31  was  10,761. 

During  the  month  11,049  persons  were  held  In  the  100  coimty  Jails  of  the  State,  as  conpared 
with  10,410  persons  held  during  May  1955.  Remaining  In  Jail  at  the  end  of  the  month  were  1,084 
persons.  There  were  50  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  in  county  Jails  during  May,  including 
8 children  held  for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  348  persons  reported  in  19  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last  day  of  the 


month.  Twenty-nine  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  May  31. 


CHARACTERISTICS  OP  FAJHILIES  RECEIVING  AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN: 

MARCH  1956  - PART  II 


This  is  the  second  report  on  the  more  important  findings  of  the  study  of  aid  to  dependent 
children  recipients  in  North  Carolina  made  in  March  195^*  The  first  report  appeared  in  the 
April  1956  issue  of  Public  VJelfare  Statistics . 


Status  of  father . Assistance  under  the  program  is  available  to  childi’en  who  are  "deprived 
of  parental  support  or  care  by  reason  of  the  death,  continued  absence  from  the  home,  or  physical 
or  mental  incapacity  of  a parent."  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  it  is  the  lack  of  support  by 
the  father  which  places  children  in  need  of  aid.  The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of 
cases  according  to  the  status  of  the  father:

There  are  five  large  groups  of  cases  according  to  status  of  father.  In  descending  order  of 
In^jortance,  they  are:  Incapacity,  desertion,  not  married  to  mother,  death,  and  incarcerated 
in  prison.  The  death  of  the  father  has  accoiuited  for  fewer  cases  in  recent  years  than  formerly 
because  of  both  the  expansion  of  coverage  under  old  age  and  survivors  insurance  and  the  generally 
declining  mortality  rates. 


The  number  of  children  in  ADC  families  varies  with  the  status  of  the  father.  The  average 
number  of  children  in  all  families  is  2.9,  while  the  largest  number  is  found  in  families  with 
the  father  in  a correctional  Institution,  an  average  of  3.3  children.  The  families  with  in- 
capacitated fathers  had  an  average  of  3.2  children;  those  with  fathers  deserted  also  had  an 
average  of  3.2  children;  families  with  fathers  dead  averaged  3.0  children;  families  xd.th  parents 


separated  without  court  decree  averaged  2.9  children;  families  with  father  not  married  to 


mother  averaged  2.3  children;  and  families  with  parents  divorced  or  legally  separated 
averaged  2.1  children. 

Length  of  time  on  ADC.  There  are  several  ways  of  considering  the  length  of  time  for 
which  families  receive  aid  to  dependent  children.  One  may  consider  the  length  of  time  during 
which  assistance  has  been  given  to  families  receiving  aid  at  any  particular  time.  The  study 
showed  that  families  receiving  aid  In  flarch  had,  on  the  average  (median),  been  given  aid  for 
25  consecutive  months;  the  average  was  the  same  for  white  and  nonwhite  families.  However, 
these  figures  do  not  present  a true  picture  of  what  is  being  accong>llshed  under  the  program 
for  rehabilitating  families,  because  of  the  steady  accumulation  of  families  with  particularly 
difficult  problems  who  continue  to  receive  aid  for  a long  period.  For  this  reason  it  Is  more 
useful  to  loiow  how  long  families  tend  to  receive  assistance  after  this  assistance  Is  first 
authorized.  By  relating  the  number  of  months  assistance  has  been  received  by  the  cases  In  the 
sample  to  the  number  of  cases  authorized  for  payment  each  month  during  the  last  few  years,  this 
has  been  estimated:

Nearly  tvio-fifths  of  all  cases  entering  the  aid  to  dependent  children  program  in  recent  years 
continued  to  receive  assistance  for  less  than  one  year,  and  one-half  of  all  cases  have  been 
receiving  aid  for  less  than  a year  and  a half.  Prom  one-fifth  to  one-fourth  of  all  families 
represent  the  "hard  core"  of  those  with  problems  such  that  they  are  unable  to  become  self- 
supporting  promptly  and  continue  to  receive  public  assistance  for  more  than  five  years. 

The  difference  between  families  remaining  in  the  program  for  a short  time  and  those  re- 
maining for  a longer  period  is  partly  shown  in  the  following  table , relating  the  status  of  the 
father  to  the  length  of  time  the  family  has  received  aid:

It  is  clearly  demonstrated  that  families  with  orphaned  children  predominate  among  the  cases  of 
longest  duration;  while  the  father  is  dead  in  only  10  per  cent  of  the  newest  cases,  this  is  true 
of  35  per  cent  of  the  oldest  cases.  On  the  other  hand,  the  bulk  of  cases  with  the  fathers  in 
correctional  institutions  have  been  receiving  aid  for  less  than  a year,  and  very  few  such  cases 


remain  in  the  program  for  extended  periods  of  time

The  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 


Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays 

four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25.  The 
maximum  monthly  payment  Is  $55- 

Aid  to  Dependent  Clilldren:  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $30 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays 

50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amovmt  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to 
meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  about  one-seventh  of  the  cost  and  the  counties.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - APRIL  I956 


Public  Assistance ; A slight  Increase  occurred  In  old  age  assistance  case  loads  during 
April  as  compared  with  March.  The  51.626  persons  65  years  of  age  or  over  receiving 
grants  In  April  was  0.1  per  cent  higher  than  the  51.584  persons  receiving  assistance 
In  April  1955*  This  month's  average  payment  of  $31.64  was  I.9  per  cent  higher  than 
the  $31.05  pf  a year  ago.  There  were  1,719  ol'i  age  asslstauice  applications  pending  In 
county  departments  of  public  welfare  on  April  30,  1956.  as  compared  with  1,?49  appli- 
cations pending  a year  ago. 

Families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  continued  to  increase  this 
month,  as  did  the  average  family  grant.  A total  of  20,127  families.  Including  l8,l40 
adults  and  59.455  children,  received  assistance  during  April.  The  average  family  grant 
was  $61.91.  while  the  average  grant  per  person  was  $l6.06.  There  was  an  Increase  of 
0.5  per  cent  over  the  20,025  families  receiving  assistance  In  April  1955.  The  percent- 
age Increase  In  the  average  grant  per  family  during  the  twelve -month  period  was  0.9; 
however,  diirlng  the  same  period  the  average  grant  per  person  decreased  0.6  per  cent. 

There  were  1,658  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  in  county 
departments  at  the  end  of  the  month,  as  con?>ared  with  1,425  applications  pending  a year 
ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase. 
In  April  1956  payments  were  made  to  12,636  persons,  with  an  average  grant  of  $37.44. 

This  represents  an  increase  of  l6.2  per  cent  over  the  10,874  persons  receiving  assistance 
In  April  1955.  and  an  Increase  of  1.8  per  cent  in  the  average  payment  In  the  past  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  applications  for  l,l63  disabled  persons  were  pending  In  the 
State,  as  con^jared  with  904  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month 
from  the  State  fund  for  6,813  days  of  hospitalization  for  487  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance,  an  average  of  l4.0  days  per  person.  There  were  417  persons  in  ali  to  de- 
pendent children  families  for  whom  payments  for  3.402  days  were  made,  an  average  of  8.2 


days  per  person.  Payments  were  made  for  2,470  days  for  201  recipients  of  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  12.5  days  per  person.  The  average 
number  of  days  for  all  categories  was  11. 5* 

Decreases  were  noted  in  general  assistance  case  loads  during  the  month,  as 
cases  receiving  assistance  numbered  2,485,  dovm  187  from  March,  This  was  an  increase 
of  6.0  per  cent  over  the  2,345  cases  aided  in  April  1955*  The  average  payment  of 
$21.31  for  this  month  vjas  3-9  per  cent  lower  than  the  $22.18  average  of  a year  ago. 

Services;  County  welfare  staffs  reported  a total  of  21,848  cases  receiving  only  non- 
financlal  service  in  April  1956,  an  Increase  of  8.7  per  cent  over  the  20,100  cases 
active  in  April  1955*  Of  the  46,427  services  rendered  during  the  month,  64.9  per  cent 
were  given  to  cases  receiving  non-financlal  services  only.  The  remaining  35.1  per 
cent  were  given  to  cases  receiving  both  financial  assistance  and  special  services. 

On  April  30,  1956,  there  were  15,934  individual  children  receiving  services 
from  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  This  was  an  increase  of  4.9  per  cent  over 
the  15,190  children  reported  at  the  end  of  April  1955.  This  month  49.1  per  cent  of 
the  children  were  in  cases  cairried  by  child  welfare  case  workers. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  79  children  in  North  Carolina  in 
April,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  four  months  of  1956  to  409.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  In  the  State  for  1,663  additional 
children. 

Twelve  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  during  April.  At  the  end 
of  the  month  there  were  744  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  591  were  for  the  care  of  white 
children,  151  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians. 

There  were  1,075  child  labor  certificates  and  12  age  certificates  issued  by 
county  welfare  staffs  in  April.  The  schools  referred  29O  cases  for  investigation  for 
non-attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  271  such  cases.  There  were 


1,313  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  xinder  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission, 


and  28  cases  certified  for  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital.  Chapel  Hill. 


Institutional  and  Protective  Seirvlces;  On  April  30,  195^.  there  were  13,810  persons 
In  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  a decrease  of  41  persons  from  April  1955-  Of  these, 
11,950  persons,  or  86.5  per  cent,  were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,860 
persons  were  In  the  four  State  sanatoria , orthopedic  hospital , and  cerebral  palsy 
hospital . 

At  the  end  of  the  month  919  children,  662  boys  and  257  girls,  were  enrolled  In 
the  five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  v:lth  906  for  the  end  of  last  month  and 
947  on  April  30,  1955. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  month  there  were  1,349  persons  residing  In  the  29  county 
homes  In  the  State.  During  the  month  there  were  35  separations  from  county  homes;  17 
of  these  were  due  to  death. 

On  April  30,  1956,  there  were  293  licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  In  the 
State,  an  Increase  of  10  such  homes  since  April  1955-  Homes  for  vjhite  persons  numbered 
224,  while  69  were  for  Negroes. 

A slight  decrease  occurred  in  the  State  penal  population  during  the  month.  The 
total  State  prison  system  population  on  April  30  was  10,805  as  compared  with  10,852  for 
March  31.  However,  the  April  figure  represented  an  Increase  of  6.7  per  cent  in  the  past 
year. 


During  the  month  11,371  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State, 
as  con5>ared  with  10,355  persons  held  in  April  1955*  Remaining  in  Jail  on  April  30 
were  1,262  persons.  There  were  5^  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  in  county  Jails 
during  April,  Including  six  held  for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  357  persons  reported  In  17  ^./orkhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Eighteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  April  30. 


Eugenics  Board;  Sterilization  operations  for  8o  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenic 


Board  during  the  quarter  January-March  1956.  Of  the  71  operations  for  which  surgeons 
returned  reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs  for  46  non- institutional  cases  were  met 
by  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  for  25  operations  for  institutional 
cases  were  met  by  State  institutions. 


CHARACTERISTICS  OP  FAMILIES  RECEIVINO  AID  TO  DEPENDENT 
CHILDREN:  MARCH  1956 

Part  I 


During  the  month  of  March  1956  a study  was  made  of  certain  characteristics  of  families 
receiving  aid  to  dependent  children.  Reports  were  received  on  a representative  sample  of  recip- 
ient families  In  all  counties  of  North  Carolina;  these  reports  covered  1,591  famllles--about 
eight  per  cent  of  all  families  receiving  aid  In  March.  Some  general  findings  of  the  study  are 
summarized  below. 

Size  of  family.  Nearly  half  of  the  families  Included  only  one  or  two  children.  Only 

l8.1  per  cent  of  the  families  had  more  than  four  children.

The  children  tend  to  be  concentrated  in  the  elementary  school  age  group--from  six  to  twelve 
years  of  age.  However,  three  out  of  10  were  under  school  age  and  thus  limited  the  ability  of 
their  mothers  to  seek  gainful  employment  even  on  a part-time  basis.

Race . The  families  were  distributed  by  race  as  follows:  51.0  per  cent  were  white, 

47.4  per  cent  were  Negro,  and  1.6  per  cent  were  Indian.  The  nonwhite  percentages  are  some- 
what higher  than  in  the  total  population,  which  is  to  be  expected  in  view  of  their  less 
favorable  economic  position.

In  nearly  two-thirds  of  all  the  families  the  mother  was  the  only  parent  in  the  home.  In  20.4 
per  cant  of  the  cases  both  parents  were  present  in  the  home,  but  one  of  them  \.fas  incapacitated. 

In  12.8  par  cent  of  the  families  the  children  lived  with  some  relative  other  than  a parent. 

cjhil dren  bom  out  of  wedlock.  Ei^teen  per  cent  of  all  the  children  in  the  study  families 
were  reported  to  have  been  bom  out  of  wedlock — 8.9  per  cent  of  the  white  children  and  26.3  per 
cent  of  the  nonwhite  children.  According  to  estimates  based  on  vital  statistics  for  the  State, 

2.5  per  cent  of  all  white  children  and  19-5  per  cent  of  all  nonwhite  children  living  in  the 
State  were  bom  out  of  wedlock.  It  appears,  themfore,  that  the  proportion  01'  children  borr.  our  of 
wedlock  among  aid  to  dependent  children  families  is  not  greatly  different  from  the  proportion 
among  the  general  population  of  children  as  far  as  nonwhite  chlldmn  am  concerned.  Also,  due 
to  the  substandard  conditions  under  which  the  families  of  children  bom  out  of  wedlock  live,  the 
per  cent  bom  out  of  wedlock  among  white  children  receiving  aid  Is  lower  than  one  might  reason- 
able expect. 

Only  1.3  per  cent  of  the  children  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  were  bom  out  of 
wedlock  after  their  families  had  been  receiving  aid  for  as  long  as  nine  months. 

It  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  vital  statistics  data  for  the  past  eighteen  years  that 
there  are  approximately  142,000  children  under  el^teen  years  of  age  living  in  North  Carolina 
who  were  bom  out  of  wedlock.  The  children  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  in  the  State 
represent  only  7*5  per  cent  of  this  number.  In  other  words,  92.5  per  cent  of  the  children  in 
North  Carolina  who  were  bom  out  of  wedlock  are  supported  entirely  by  their  families,  without 


public  financial  aid. 


School  attendance.  Among  all  the  children  In  the  study  7 through  15  years  of  age. 


98.0  per  cent  were  reported  to  be  attending  school  regularly.  According  to  the  Federal  Census, 
94.4  per  cent  of  all  chlldi?en  7 through  15  years  of  age  In  the  State  were  enrolled  In  school  In 
1950*  It  seems,  then,  that  the  children  receiving  aid  attend  school  more  regularly  than  all 
other  children.  The  two  per  cent  not  attending  school  probably  consists  largely  of  those  physi- 
cally Incapable  of  going  to  school  or  mentally  Incapable  of  profiting  from  the  available  school 
curriculum.  Children  16  or  17  years  of  age  must  attend  school  If  they  are  to  receive  aid  to 
dependent  children. 

Place  of  residence . In  the  following  table  the  distribution  of  children  In  the  study 
by  place  of  residence  Is  conqpared  with  the  distribution  of  all  children  In  the  State  by  place 
of  residence,  according  to  the  census  of  1950:

Vfhlle  close  to  40  per  cent  of  the  children  In  the  State  live  on  farms,  only  29  per  cent  of  the 
children  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  live  on  farms.  Also,  while  about  9 per  cent  of  all 
children  In  the  State  live  In  the  larger  cities,  almost  l4  per  cent  of  the  children  receiving 
aid  live  there.  In  the  smaller  cities  and  among  the  rural  nonfarm  residents  the  differences  are 
smaller.  Thus,  the  recipient  rate  varies  with  place  of  residence;  while  3.3  per  cent  of  all 
children  in  North  Carolina  received  assistance  in  March,  the  rate  ranged  from  2.4  per  cent  of 
all  children  living  on  farms  to  5-0  per  cent  of  all  children  living  in  the  largest  cities. 

These  rates,  however,  are  based  upon  the  population  distribution  In  1950 » and  since  the  cities 
are  growing  in  population  faster  than  the  rest  of  the  State,  recipient  rates  are  somewhat  over- 


stated for  the  cities  and  understated  for  the  rural  areas

Old  Age  Assistai<ce  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government  pays 
four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25.  'The 
mxlmum  monthly  payment  is  $55” 

Aid  to  BeTpendent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the  average 

grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maxlmujn  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $30  each 
fcr  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows;  The  State  pays  50  per 
cent  and  the  couTities  pay  50  psr  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  However, 
the  State  gi^''es  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet  their 
share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  about  one-seventh  of  the  cost  and  the  counties.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - MARCH  19 56 

Public  Assistance:  Case  loads  for  old  age  assistance  Increased  during  March,  as  51»587  persons 

65  years  of  age  and  over  received  assistance.  Comparison  of  the  number  of  recipients  for  March 
1956  with  those  for  March  1955  reveals  101  more  recipients  for  this  month.  The  average  payment 
of  $31.64  for  the  current  month  was  2.1  per  cent  higher  than  the  $30.99  reached  a year  ago.  On 
March  31,  1956,  there  were  1,777  applications  for  old  age  assistance  pending  In  county  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare,  as  con^iared  with  1,895  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

The  number  of  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  again  showed  seasonal  In- 
creases during  the  month.  Con^jarlson  of  case  loads  for  March  1956  with  those  for  March  1955 
Indicates  an  Increase  of  only  0.9  pei*  cent.  In  March  1955  county  departments  reported  a total 
of  17.759  adults  and  57.385  children,  while  In  March  1956  reports  show  l8,003  adults  and  58,893 
children  In  the  19.973  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent. children.  The  average  family  grant 
this  month  was  $61.82,  an  Increase  of  O.9  per  cent  over  the  $61.29  of  a year  ago.  At  the  end 
of  the  month  there  were  1,772  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  In 
county  departments  of  public  welfare;  a year  ago  there  were  l,6l9  pending  applications. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase.  In 
March  1956  a total  of  12,535  disabled  persons  received  grants,  an  Increase  of  17.7  per  cent 
over  the  10,652  persons  receiving  assistance  a year  ago.  The  average  payment  for  the  State 
this  month  was  $37*39,  as  con5)ared  with  $36.66  a year  ago.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there 
were  1,072  applications  for  disabled  persons  on  file  In  the  State;  on  March  31,  1955,  pending 
applications  nxunbered  950. 

Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per  day  were  made  during  March  from  the 
State  fund  for  6,934  days  of  hospitalization  for  520  recipients  of  old  age  assistance,  an 
average  of  13*3  days  per  person.  There  were  399  persons  In  aid  to  dependent  children  families 
for  whom  payments  for  2,974  days  of  care  were  made,  an  average  of  7*5  days  per  person.  Pay- 
ments were  made  for  2,717  days  for  224  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  dis- 
abled, an  average  of  12.1  days  per  person.  The  average  number  of  days  for  all  categories  was 


11.0  . 


Case  loads  for  general  assistance  declined  slightly  from  the  February  total  of  2,697, 
as  2,672  cases  received  grants  averaging  $20,85.  This  con^jares  with  case  loads  of  2,561  and  an 
average  grant  of  $20.90  during  March  1955- 

Services:  Cases  receiving  only  non-financial  services  increased  during  the  month  to  22,228, 

the  highest  total  ever  reported  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  This  represented  an 
increase  of  8.4  per  cent  over  the  20,505  cases  reported  in  March  1955-  A total  of  48,752  ser- 
vices were  rendered  during  the  month,  an  increase  of  8.4  per  cent  over  the  44,9^8  services 
given  in  March  1955«  This  month  66  per  cent  of  the  services  were  given  to  cases  receiving 
special  services  only,  the  remaining  34  per  cent  being  rendered  to  applicants  for  or  recipients 
of  financial  assistance  in  addition  to  special  services. 

On  March  31  there  were  15,508  children  receiving  services  from  county  v;elfare  staffs, 
an  Increase  of  2.7  per  cent  over  the  15,097  children  reported  as  receiving  services  a year  ago. 
Fifty-one  per  cent  of  the  children  were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers. 

Final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  87  children  in  North  Carolina  in  March, 
bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  quarter  of  195^  to  330.  At  the  end  of  the  month 
adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,589  additional  children. 

Tv/enty  nex^  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  in  North  Carolina  during  March. 
At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  738  licensed  homes  in  the  State;  584  were  for  the  care  of 
xjhlte  children,  152  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians.  In  the  past  year  the  number  of 
homes  has  increased  by  7^,  11.1  per  cent. 

There  x^ere  1 ,46l  child  labor  certificates  and  14  age  certificates  Issued  by  coxuity 
welfare  staffs  in  March.  The  schools  referred  384  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance 
in  school,  and  Investigations  were  made  on  350  such  cases.  There  were  1,620  cases  certified 
as  medically  Indigent  xinder  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission  and  55  cases  certified  for 
N.  C.  Memorial  Hospital,  Chapel  Hill. 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  March  31,  1955,  there  were  13,873  persons  in  State 
hospitals  and  sanatoria.  Of  these,  12,022  persons,  or  86.7  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals. 


and  the  remaining  1,851  persons  were  In  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and 
cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  906  children,  663  boys  and  243  girls,  were  enrolled  In  the 
five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  9OO  children  at  the  end  of  last  month  and  92? 
children  on  March  31.  1955- 

The  population  of  the  29  county  homes  In  the  State  was  1,341  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month.  During  the  month  there  were  43  separations  from  these  county  homes,  of  which  31  were 
due  to  death. 

Three  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  In  North  Carolina  In  March,  At  the  end 
of  the  month  there  were  291  homes  licensed  In  the  State;  222  vfere  for  white  persons  and  69  were 
for  Negroes. 

There  were  10,832  persons  held  In  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
This  conqjares  with  10,332  persons  held  on  March  31.  1955. 

During  the  month  11,500  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State,  an 
Increase  of  14.3  per  cent  over  March  1955.  Remaining  In  jail  on  March  31  were  1,364  persons. 
There  were  49  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during  March,  12  of  them 
being  held  for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  361  persons  reported  In  17  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Thirty-one  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  March  31. 


-4-  DISABILITY  FREEZE  DETERMINATIONS  FOR  OLD  AGE  AND  SURVIVORS 

INSURANCE  MADE  BY  THE  STATE  BOARD  OP  PUBLIC  WELFARE  - 1955 

By  the  end  of  1955 » 364  applications  for  the  freezing  of  wage  credits  under  the 
Federal  old  age  and  survivors  insurance  program  because  of  disability  had  been  processed 
by  the  disability  freeze  unit  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  There  follows  an 
analysis  of  data  tabulated  on  these  cases.  This  is  the  first  statistical  report  on  activi- 
ties in  the  State  Board  under  this  new  program.  |

In  the  1954  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  Congress  provided  that  persons  j 

i 

with  coverage  under  old  age  and  survivors  insurance  for  a certain  number  of  quarters  within 
a recent  period  ■i/  who  become  disabled  to  the  extent  that  they  cannot  continue  to  work,  may, 
upon  due  application  and  approval,  have  their  wage  records  under  the  program  frozen  imtil  J 

their  sixty-fifth  birthday.  Thus,  upon  their  retirement  or  death,  benefits  would  accrue  j

to  themselves  or  their  dependents  in  the  same  amount  as  they  would  have  if  the  wage  earners  j 

could  have  remained  in  employment  until  death  or  until  reaching  sixty-five  years  of  age.  j

The  Congress  further  specified  that,  as  soon  as  arrangements  could  be  properly  made,  the  | 

determinations  of  disability  irere  to  be  made  by  state  agencies,  the  specific  agency  to  be  | 

determined  by  the  governor  of  each  state . |

Governor  Luther  H.  Hodges  designated  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  as  the 
agency  to  make  the  disability  determinations  for  North  Carolina.  The  State  Board  accepted 
this  opportunity  to  provide  this  further  service  to  the  people  of  the  State.  In  the  late 
spring  and  early  summer  of  1955  the  State  Board  made  preparations  for  fulfilling  this 
responsibility.  The  first  clearances  were  made  in  August  1955»  and  the  volume  of  work 
has  steadily  increased  since  that  time  as  experience  has  been  gained  in  handling  cases 
and  the  neeessairy  additions  to  staff  have  been  made. 

The  applications  cleared  during  1955  may  not  be  typical  of  those  which  will  be 

2^'  To  be  eligible  a person  must  have  been  in  employment  covered  by  old  age  and  survivors 
insurance  for  5 out  of  the  10  years  prior  to  his  becoming  disabled  and  for  1 1/2  out  of  the 
3 years  immediately  preceding  his  disablement. 


received  In  the  future,  when  the  disability  freeze  program  becomes  routine  and  more  people 


become  aware  of  their  rights  under  it.  Also,  the  1955  group  is  relatively  small  as  compared 
to  what  it  will  probably  be  in  any  five-month  period  in  the  future.  Putvire  statistics  of 
disability  freeze  applicants  will  thus  contain  more  clarity  than  do  these,  because  they  will 
be' based  upon  larger  and  more  representative  samples.  Heveirtheless , the  1955  statistics 
are  valuable  since  they  should  at  least  be  suggestive  of  conditions  which  prevail  among 
disability  freeze  applicants.  These  statistics  are  presented  in  some  detail  in  the  follow- 
ing Tables  A through  K. 

Of  the  364  persons  applying  for  having  their  wage  credits  frozen,  275  were  found 
to  be  under  a disability  according  to  the  standards  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and  Survivors 
InsuTcince,  and  89  were  found  not  to  be  under  disability  according  to  these  standards.  In 
order  to  be  eligible,  an  applicant  must  present  medical  proof  that  he  is  unable  to  engage 
in  any  substantial  gainful  activity  by  reason  of  any  physical  or  mental  impairment  which 
can  be  expected  to  result  in  death,  or  to  be  of  long-continued  and  Indefinite  duration;  or 
blindness.  Table  A shows  the  primary  diagnoses  of  those  persons  determined  to  be  under 
disability.  The  more  frequent  causes  of  disability  were:  diseases  of  the  heart  and  the 

circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  32.7  pei*  cent  of  the  cases;  diseases  of  the  central 
nem'ous  system,  18.9  per  cent;  psychotic  and  psychoneurotic  disorders,  13.5  per  cent; 
tuberculosis,  9«5  per  cent;  and  cancer,  7.3  per  cent.  Approximately  21  per  cent  of  the 
applicants  were  residing  in  hospitals  at  the  time  of  making  application. 

Many  of  the  disabled  persons  were  already  receiving  financial  assistance  from 
county  departments  of  public  welfare  when  they  applied  for  the  disability  freeze.  Thirteen 
per  cent  of  those  \mder  disability  were  receiving  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  dis- 
abled, nine  per  cent  received  aid  to  dependent  children  for  themselves  and  their  children, 
two  per  cent  received  aid  to  the  blind,  and  four  per  cent  were  receiving  general  assist- 
ance and  other  financial  assistance. 

At  the  time  individuals  make  application  for  disability  freeze  they  are  offered 


the  services  of  vocational  rehabilitation,  which  will  provide  help  toward  the  correction  of 


-6-  their  impairments,  if  such  correction  is  possible,  as  well  as  vocational  training.  Re- 

ports have  not  yet  been  received  on  the  status  with  respect  to  vocational  rehabilitation  of 
30  per  cent  of  the  applicants.  Among  those  determined  to  be  under  disability  for  whom 
this  information  has  been  received,  only  one  had  previously  received  service;  78,  or  41  per 
cent,  were  accepted  for  service,  I6  per  cent  v;ere  rejected  for  service  because  nothing  could 
apparently  be  done  for  them,  and  42  per  cent  stated  they  did  not  desire  the  service.  Among 
those  ruled  not  under  disability,  5 pei"  cent  were  already  receiving  service,  50  per  cent 
were  accepted  for  service,  9 per  cent  were  rejected,  and  36  per  cent  did  not  desire  service, 

V/hite  males  made  up  65  per  cent  of  the  applicants.  Eighteen  per  cent  were  white  fe- 
males, 15  per  cent  were  Negro  males,  and  only  2 per  cent  were  Negro  females.  Sixty-seven  per 
cent  of  the  applicants  were  over  50  years  of  age;  the  median  age  for  all  applicants  was  55 <>6  years 

Seventy-nine  per  cent  of  the  applicants  were  married,  but  only  29  per  cent  of  the 
applicants  had  children  under  18  years  of  age  in  the  home.  The  number  having  children  in 
the  home  is  not  low  In  view  of  the  ages  of  the  applicants. 

The  educational  level  of  the  applicants  was  low;  67  per  cent  had  completed  fewer 
than  eight  grades  of  school.  Only  14  per  cent  had  been  graduated  from  high  school.  1 

The  largest  group  of  applicants — 45  per  cent--were  operatives  and  kindred  I'/orkers, 
frequently  referred  to  as  "semi-skilled  v/orkers."  The  skilled  craftsmen,  foremen,  and 
kindred  workers  made  up  I8  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  unskilled  laborers,  13  per  cent. 

Nearly  one-third  of  the  applicants  (31.4  per  cent)  had  last  worked  in  textile 
raaniof acturlng . Other  large  groups  were  fotind  to  have  worked  last  in  the  following  industries; 
retail  trade--11.2  per  cent;  construction — 9.0  per  cent;  tobacco  products  manufacturing — 7*8  I 

per  cent;  furniture  manufacturing — 5.9  pei*  cent;  and  the  manufacturing  of  lumber  and  wood  prod-

Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government  pays 
four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25»  The 
maximum  monthly  payment  is  $55 • 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the  average 
grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $30  each 
for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 

per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  How- 
ever, the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet 
their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  about  one-seventh  of  the  cost  and  the  counties.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - FEBRUARY  I956 

Public  Assistance;  Recipients  of  old  age  assistance  Increased  slightly  In  North  Carolina 
during  Febniary  1956.  There  were  51»*<-89  persons  receiving  assistance  during  the  month,  an 
Increase  of  10  persons  over  the  51  .*<^79  aided  during  February  1955*  The  average  money  pay- 
ment for  the  State  has  Increased  2.0  per  cent  In  the  past  year,  from  $30.93  a year  ago  to 
$31.55  during  the  current  month.  On  the  basis  of  a 3 per  cent  sanqple  of  old  age  assist- 
ance cases  In  February,  It  was  estimated  that  4,151  of  the  persons  receiving  this  type  of 
assistance,  8.1  per  cent,  are  also  receiving  old  age  and  survivors  Insurance  benefits.  The 
average  OAA  payment  to  these  persons  Is  $22.65,  while  the  average  OASI  benefit  they  receive 
Is  $32.63.  On  February  29,  1956,  there  were  1,815  applications  for  old  age  assistance 
pending  In  comity  departments  of  public  welfare;  a year  ago  there  were  1,869  pending  appli- 
cations. 

Families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  showed  seasonal  Increases 
during  the  month,  with  19,684  families  receiving  assistance  during  February.  In  these 
families  there  were  17,732  essential  adults  and  58,063  children.  The  number  of  families 
has  Increased  1.2  per  cent  over  the  19,455  families  aided  a year  ago.  This  month  the 
average  money  payment  for  each  person  aided  was  $16.05,  while  the  average  family  payment 
was  $61.79.  A year  ago  the  person  and  family  averages  were  $l6.l6  and  $61.20,  respectively. 
Applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  In  county  departments  of  public 
welfare  numbered  1,855  on  February  29,  1956,  as  con^jared  with  1,654  applications  pending  a 
year  ago. 


The  number  of  persons  benefiting  from  the  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  dis- 
abled program  continues  to  Increase,  and  In  February  1956  a total  of  12,323  disabled  persons 
received  grants.  This  represents  an  Increase  of  18.I  per  cent  over  the  10,434  persons  as- 
sisted a year  ago.  The  average  payment  for  the  State  this  month  was  $37.32,  an  Increase  of 
2.2  per  cent  over  the  payment  of  $36.50  a year  ago.  There  were  1,066  applications  for  dis- 
abled persons  on  file  In  the  State  at  the  end  of  the  current  month;  a year  ago  909  appli- 


cations were  pending. 


Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month 
from  the  State  fund  for  6,893  days  of  hospitalization  for  498  recipients  of  old  age  assist- 
ance, an  average  of  13.8  days  per  person.  There  were  397  persons  in  aid  to  dependent 
children  families  for  whom  payments  for  2,932  days  of  care  were  made,  an  average  of  7.4 
days  per  person.  Payments  were  made  for  2,455  days  for  209  recipients  of  aid  to  the  per- 
manently and  totally  disabled,  an  average  of  11.7  days  per  person.  The  average  number  of 
days  for  all  categories  was  11.1. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  decreased  d’oring  the  month.  In 
February  1956  there  were  2,697  cases  receiving  general  assistance  in  the  State,  as  con?>ared 
with  2,643  eases  reported  a year  ago  and  2,824  cases  in  January  of  this  year.  This  month's 
average  grant  was  $20.52.  A year  ago  the  average  grant  was  $20.15. 

Services;  The  number  of  cases  receiving  only  non-financial  services  was  21,794  in  February 
1956.  This  was  the  largest  number  of  cases  ever  reported  in  the  Stats,  and  represents  an 
increase  of  8.4  per  cent  over  the  20,110  cases  reported  in  Pebrua3?y  1955.  Members  of  coxmty 
staffs  rendered  a total  of  48,090  services  not  involving  financial  payments  to  cases  under 
care,  an  Increase  of  14.1  per  cent  over  the  42,145  services  given  a year  ago.  Approxi- 
mately 64  per  cent  of  the  services  this  month  were  either  seirvices  to  individual  children 
or  medical  and  health  care  services. 

At  the  end  of  February  1956  there  were  15,213  individual  children  receiving 
services  from  county  welfare  agencies,  an  increase  of  1.3  peJ?  cent  over  February  1955.  Of 
the  children  reported  this  month  7,023,  or  46.2  per  cent,  were  living  with  their  parents. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  125  children  in  North  Carolina  in 
February,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  two  months  of  1956  to  243.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,535  additional 
children. 

Twenty-three  new  boarding  homes  for  children  were  licensed  during  February.  At 


the  end  of  the  month  there  were  725  licensed  honss  in  the  State;  573  were  for  the  care  of 
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whlte  children,  I50  for  Negro  children,  and  two  for  Indians. 

There  were  9OI  child  labor  certificates  and  11  age  certificates  Issued  by  county 
welfare  staffs  In  February.  The  schools  referred  445  cases  for  Investigation  for  non- 
attendance  In  school,  and  Investigations  were  made  on  431  such  cases.  There  were  1,884 
cases  certified  as  medically  Indigent  xmder  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission  and 
4l  cases  certified  for  N.  C.  Memorial  Hospital,  Chapel  Hill. 

Institutional  and  Protective  Seirvlces;  On  February  29.  1956,  there  were  13,860  persons  In 
State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  Increase  of  0.7  per  cent  over  February  1955-  Of  these, 
11,987  persons,  or  86.5  per  cent,  were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,873  persons 
were  In  the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  900  children,  664  boys  and  236  girls,  were  enrolled  In 
the  five  State  training  schools.  This  con?)ares  with  867  children  at  the  end  of  January  and 
904  children  on  February  28,  1955*  A year  ago  the  population  was  made  up  of  656  boys  and 
248  girls. 

There  were  1,346  persons  In  the  29  county  homes  of  the  State  on  the  last  day  of 
the  month.  During  the  month  there  were  43  separations  from  county  homes;  26  of  these  were 
due  to  death. 

Eight  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  In  the  State  during  February.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  there  were  290  such  homes,  an  Increase  of  15  homes  over  February  1955. 
Homes  for  white  persons  munbered  221,  while  69  were  for  Negroes. 

The  population  of  State  penal  Institutions  Increased  during  the  month.  There 
were  10,770  persons  Incarcerated  on  Februaiy  29,  1956.  This  represented  an  Increase  of 
2.2  per  cent  over  the  population  a year  ago. 

During  the  month  10,939  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State, 
and  1,188  of  them  remained  In  Jail  on  February  29.  There  were  49  children  under  16  years 
of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during  February,  twelve  of  whom  were  being  held  for  Federal 
authorities. 

There  were  356  persons  reported  In  16  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 


last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty- six  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  February  29. 


HOSPITALIZATION  AND  MEDICAL  CARE  PROVIDED  TO  THE  MEDICALLY  INDIGENT  BY  COUNTIES  OP 

NORTH  CAROLINA:  1940  TO  1955 

Over  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  were  spent  by  the  counties  of  North  Carolina 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  in  direct  payments  for  hospitalization  and  medical  care  for  persons 
in  need  of  care  but  \anable  to  pay  for  it.  During  the  195*^-55  fiscal  year  counties  paid 
$1,981,817.08  for  hospitalization  and  $154,846.52  for  medical  care  under  programs  supported 
exclusively  by  county  funds.  In  addition  $442,255*0^  was  expended  under  the  Federal -State- 
county  program  for  the  hospitalization  of  recipients  of  public  assistance,  for  a grand  total  of 

$2,578,918.64. 

The  figures  show  large  Increases  in  expenditures  over  the  1955-54  fiscal  year.  In 
the  exclusively  county  programs  the  amount  for  hospitalization  increased  22.8  per  cent  and  the 
amoTont  for  medical  care  increased  12. 5 per  cent.  These  increases  reflect  advancing  costs  per 
case  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases;  there  were  I6.7  per  cent  more  hospitaliza- 
tion cases  in  fiscal  year  1955  than  in  the  previous  fiscal  year  and  only  5»^  per  cent  more 
medical  care  cases.  The  cost  per  case  for  hospitalization  rose  from  $59.34  in  fiscal  year 
1954  to  $62.42  in  fiscal  3»-ear  1955- 

The  program  for  Federal  and  State  participation  in  the  cost  of  hospitalizing  public 
assistance  recipients  was  begiin  on  July  1,  1951.  Under  this  plan,  which  was  activated  by 
Congress  in  the  1950  Amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  the  Federal  Government  pays  50 
cent  and  the  State  and  county  each  pay  25  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  hospitalising  recipients  of 
old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled, 
up  to  a specific  maximum  per  diem  rate.  Under  the  plan  the  rate  for  Joint  participation  has 
varied  from  $4  per  day  to  $8  per  day.  This  plan  was  never  used  to  the  fullest  extent  possible 
in  terms  of  cases  needing  help  until  July  1,  1955.  when,  under  authorization  from  the  General 
Assembly,  the  State  pooled  fund  for  hospitalization  of  public  assistance  recipients  was  put 
into  effect.  Prior  to  that  time  persons  who  were  at  or  near  the  maximum  public  assistance 
grant  could  not  benefit  from  the  Joint  hospitalization  program.  At  present  all  public  assist- 
ance cases  are  covered  for  needed  hospitalization  at  a base  payment  of  $6  per  day. 
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Expendltures  for  hospitalization  in  particular  have  been  increasing  rapidly  during  the 
past  decade.  There  are  three  factors  which  are  known  to  have  an  In^jortant  bearing  upon  this 
Increase.  First,  our  population  has  been  growing  fast  during  recent  years,  especially  our  pop- 
ulation of  older  persons  who  are  more  likely  to  need  hospitalization.  Second,  the  cost  of 
hospitalization  has  risen  considerably;  the  average  cost  per  case  Is  now  over  twice  as  high  as 
It  was  ten  years  ago.  Third,  aind  perhaps  most  ln?>ortant , there  has  been  considerable  expansion 
of  hospital  facilities  In  North  Carolina  during  this  period,  and  there  has  been  ln?)rovement  In 
the  extent  to  which  the  medical  needs  of  Indigent  persons  are  being  met  through  county  appro- 
priations.

Hie  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  Is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays 

four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one -half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25. 

The  maximum  monthly  payment  Is  $55- 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Goventoent  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balaince.  The  maxlmxun  monthly  payments  allowed 
ai^  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows;  The  State  pays 
50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to 
meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  payments  to 
recipients  In  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  about  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


counties  on  the  average,  pay  about  one-ninth.

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Publlc  Assistance:  Case  loads  for  old  age  assistance  decreased  slightly  In  Jamiary  1956  for  the 

sixth  successive  month.  This  month  grants  were  made  to  persons  with  an  average  money 

payment  of  $31.52.  A year  ago  5I  .*^64  persons  received  assistance.  In  the  past  year  the  average 
payment  has  Increased  2.1  per  cent,  from  $30.88.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  1,742 
applications  for  old  age  assistance  pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared 
with  1,762  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

During  the  month  19.403  families.  Including  17.359  adults  and  57.037  children, 
received  aid  to  dependent  children  grants.  The  average  money  payments  were  $6l.60  per  family 
and  $16.06  per  person.  The  number  of  families  has  Increased  1.4  per  cent  over  the  19,141 
receiving  assistance  In  January  1955*  During  the  twelve-month  period  the  percentage  increases 
In  adults  and  children  have  been  1.2  and  3.2,  respectively.  The  average  family  grant  has  in- 
creased 0.8  per  cent  in  the  past  year,  while  the  average  payment  per  person  has  decreased  O.5 
per  cent.  On  January  31,  1956,  there  were  1,7^9  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children 
grants  pending  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare;  a year  ago  there  were  1,604  pending 
applications. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase,  and 
In  Januajry  1956  payments  were  made  to  12,136  persons,  with  an  average  grant  of  $37-23.  In  the 
past  year  cases  have  increased  18.7  per  cent  while  the  percentage  increase  in  the  average  grant 
has  been  2.0.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  975  applications  for  aid  to  the  permanently 
and  totally  disabled  pending  in  the  State,  as  con?>ared  with  952  applications  pending  on  January 
31.  1955. 


Payments  to  hospitals  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per  day  were  made  during  the  month  from 
the  State  fund  for  5.237  days  of  hospitalization  for  409  recipients  of  old  age  assistance,  an 
average  of  12.8  days  per  person.  There  were  308  persons  In  aid  to  dependent  children  families 
for  whom  payments  for  2,346  days  of  care  were  made,  an  average  of  7-6  days  per  person.  Payments 
were  made  for  2,596  days  for  179  recipients  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  an 
average  of  14.5  days  per  person.  The  average  number  of  days  for  all  categories  was  11.4. 
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An  average  general  assistance  payment  of  $20.26  was  made  in  January  1956  to  2,824 


cases,  the  largest  number  aided  since  April  1951*  The  number  of  cases  receiving  this  type  of 
assistance  was  5.I  per  cent  higher  than  the  2,688  cases  reported  in  January  1955,  while  the 
average  payment  was  1.6  per  cent  higher  than  it  was  a year  ago.  On  January  31,  1956,  there 
were  186  applications  for  general  assistance  pending  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare , 
as  con?)ared  with  243  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Services:  Cases  receiving  only  non-financial  service  increased  during  January  1956,  as  counties 

reported  a total  of  21,740  cases  as  open  dxirlng  the  month.  This  was  an  increase  of  7.3  per 
cent  over  the  20,265  cases  reported  in  January  1955-  Members  of  county  staffs  rendered  a total 
of  48,307  services  not  involving  financial  assistance  to  cases  under  care.  This  month  68  per  ' 

cent  of  the  special  services  were  given  to  cases  receiving  special  services  only,  while  the 
remaining  32  per  cent  were  to  applicants  for  or  recipients  of  finsmclal  assistance  in  addition  1 

to  special  services. 

On  January  31,  1956,  there  were  15,090  children  receiving  services  from  county  wel-  ‘ 

fare  agencies,  an  increase  of  1.0  per  cent  over  the  14,946  children  reported  a year  ago.  1 

Approximately  one-half  of  these  children  were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers.  j

Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  On  January  31.  1956.  there  were  13.845  persons  In  State 

hospitals  auid  sanatoria,  an  Increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  January  1955-  Of  these,  ll,96l 
persons,  or  86.4  per  cent,  were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,884  persons  were  In 
the  four  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  86?  children,  646  boys  and  221  girls,  were  enrolled  In  the 
five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  852  children  at  the  end  of  last  month  and  882 
a year  ago. 

A total  of  1,348  persons  were  In  the  29  county  homes  of  the  State  on  the  last  day  of 
the  month.  During  the  month  there  were  44  separations  from  county  homes;  of  these,  23  were 
due  to  death. 

Eight  boarding  homes  for  adults  were  licensed  In  the  State  during  January.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  there  were  286  such  homes,  219  for  white  persons  and  67  for  Negroes,  In  North 
Carolina.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  homes  In  the  State  has  Increased  by  l4,  or  4.4 
per  cent. 

There  vrere  10,631  persons  held  In  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
an  Increase  of  3.0  per  cent  over  the  population  of  10,31?  a year  ago. 

During  the  month  10,552  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State,  a 
10.8  per  cent  increase  over  January  1955-  Of  this  month's  population  1,265  persons  remained 
In  Jail  on  January  31.  There  were  55  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during 
January.  Twelve  of  these  children  were  held  for  Federal  authorities. 

There  were  343  persons  reported  In  1?  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Thirty-one  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  January  31. 

Eugenics  Board:  Sterilization  operations  for  73  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board 

during  the  quarter  October  - December  1955*  Of  the  79  operations  for  which  surgeons  returned 
reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs  for  43  non- Institutional  cases  were  met  by  covmty  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  36  operations  for  Institutional  cases  were  met  by  State 


Institutions . 
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Offlclal  Cases 

During  1955  there  were  5.129  official  hearings  involving  children  reported  by  the  IO6 
domestic  relations  and  Juvenile  courts  in  North  Carolina.  Of  these,  2,990  were  hearings  on 
Juvenile  delinquency  referrals.  1,178  were  cases  concerning  dependency  and  the  neglect  of  chil- 
dren by  adults,  and  96I  were  special  proceedings  involving  custody  of  children. 

The  5.129  hearings  exceeded  the  number  reported  In  195*^'  ty  259.  However,  delinquency 
hearings  dropped  slightly,  from  3.004  cases  In  1954  to  2,990  In  1955*  The  Increase  came  almost 
entirely  in  special  proceedings.  There  were  1,177  dependency  and  neglect  cases  In  1954,  Just 
one  less  than  in  1955*  The  number  of  special  proceedings,  on  the  other  hand,  rose  from  J0$ 
cases  in  1954  to  961  in  1955--a  36  per  cent  Increase.  This  reflects  Increased  concern  for  the 
legal  protection  of  children. 

The  follov;lng  Tables  A through  H present  various  data  pertaining  to  the  children  In- 
volved In  official  hearings.  Some  of  the  facts  revealed  in  the  tables  are  these: 

1.  Of  the  children  Involved  In  delinquency  hearings,  59*6  per  cent  were  white,  39*7  P®r  cent 
were  Negro,  and  0.7  per  cent  were  of  other  races. 

2.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  children  involved  in  delinquency  hearings  were  boys;  twenty  per  cent, 
girls. 

3.  The  majority  of  the  children  in  delinquency  hearings  were  14  years  of  age  or  over--51.8  per 
cent  of  the  boys  and  57.1  per  cent  of  the  girls. 

4.  Children  involved  in  other  types  of  hearings  tended  to  be  the  very  young.  The  median  age  of 
children  In  dependency  and  neglect  hearings  was  6.8  years,  and  that  of  children  involved  in 
special  proceedings  was  6.5  years. 

5.  Nearly  three-fifths  (58.4  per  cent)  of  the  delinquent  boys  were  charged  with  some  type  of 
theft.  The  next  most  common  reason  for  referral  of  boys  for  delinquency  was  truancy  (14.3 
per  cent),  and  the  third  most  common  was  "act  of  carelessness  or  mischief"  (12.1  per  cent). 

6.  Truancy  was  the  most  common  reason  for  referral  of  delinquent  girls,  accoimtlng  for  27.7 


per  cent.  Next  in  frequency  came  "being  imgovemable ,"  for  which  22.7  per  cent  of  the  girls 
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were  referred.  Nineteen  per  cent  of  the  delinquent  girls  were  referred  because  of  acts  of 
theft,  while  twelve  per  cent  were  referred  for  "running  away." 

7.  During  1955.  138  delinquent  children  were  detained  overnight  or  longer  in  Jails  or  police 
stations,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  illegal  in  North  Carolina  to  hold  children  under 
16  years  of  age  in  such  places  unless  they  have  committed  serious  felonies.  Uils  was  only 
a very  slight  ln?)rovement  over  195^.  when  l40  children  were  held  oveml^t  or  longer  in 
jails  or  police  stations. 

8.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  delinquent  childi*en  were  not  detained  overnight. 

9.  Sixteen  per  cent  of  the  boys  and  twenty-three  per  cent  of  the  girls  in  delinquency  hearings 
were  committed  to  institutions,  mostly  to  training  schools.  Thirty-seven  per  cent  of  the 
children  were  placed  under  the  supervision  of  probation  officers,  including  19.4  per  cent 
who  were  to  be  supervised  by  officers  of  the  staffs  of  special  courts  and  17.3  per  cent  who 
were  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  public  welfare  in  his  capacity 
as  chief  probation  officer.  An  additional  12.6  per  cent  of  the  children  were  referred  to 
the  county  departments  of  public  welfare  for  services. 

10.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  delinquent  children  came  from  broken  homes.  Only  55  per  cent  of  the 
boys  and  39  per  cent  of  the  girls  Involved  in  delinquency  hearings  had  parents  living  to- 
gether. 

Unofficial  Cases 

The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  began  on  January  1,  1955.  to  receive  reports  on  un- 
official cases  handled  by  the  special  domestic  relations  and  Juvenile  courts,  liierefore  this 
is  the  first  annual  report  of  xmofflcial  cases  in  North  Carolina. 

An  unofficial  case  is  one  handled  informally  by  the  staff  of  the  coiirt.  An  unofficial 
case  does  not  reach  the  court  docket  for  a formal  hearing  as  does  an  official  case.  Many  cases 
referred  to  the  courts  can  be  handled  best  through  the  provision  of  case  work  services,  attei^t- 
ing  to  solve  the  particxilar  problems  without  giving  the  children  a court  record.  ‘Rae  14 
domestic  relations  and  special  Juvenile  courts  in  the  State  have  the  staff  to  provide  these 

services.  In  other  covintles  such  cases  are  handled  by  the  department  of  public  welfare  in  its 
basic  program  of  child  welfare  services. 
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Durlng  1955.  1.275  unofficial  cases  were  reported.  Including  852  cases  Involving  Juve- 
nile delinquency,  254  Involving  dependency  and  neglect,  and  169  special  proceedings.  Tables  I 
through  0 present  the  data  tabulated  on  these  cases.  Some  of  the  noteworthy  facts  are  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  Of  the  children  referred  for  delinquency,  64  per  cent  were  white  and  36  per  cent  were  Negro; 

71  per  cent  were  boys  and  29  per  cent  were  girls.  Thus,  there  were  higher  percentages  of 
white  children  and  of  girls  among  the  unofficial  cases  than  among  the  official  cases. 

2.  Delinquent  children  handled  unofficially  tended  to  be  yoiinger  than  those  given  formal  hear- 
ings: the  median  age  of  delinquent  children  In  unofficial  cases  was  13.6  years,  as  conqiared 

with  a median  age  of  14.1  years  for  delinquent  children  In  official  cases. 

3.  Unofficial  cases  tended  to  Involve  less  serious  offenses  than  the  official  cases.  For 
exan5)le , only  29.4  per  cent  of  the  unofficial  cases  were  referred  for  theft,  as  against  5O.8 
per  cent  of  the  official  cases;  22.0  per  cent  of  the  unofficial  cases  were  referred  for 
truancy,  as  compared  with  16.9  per  cent  of  the  official  cases,  and  21.8  per  cent  of  the  un- 
official cases  were  referred  for  "acts  of  carelessness  or  mischief,"  as  con^jared  with  only 
10.5  per  cent  of  the  official  cases. 

4.  Only  six  per  cent  of  the  delinquent  children  In  unofficial  cases  were  detained  overnight. 

Nine  of  these  children  were  held  overnight  or  longer  In  Jails  or  police  stations  contrary 
to  law. 

5.  A high  proportion  of  these  delinquent  children  also  came  from  broken  homes,  but  not  as  high 

as  the  percentage  of  delinquent  children  in  official  cases.  Slxty-two  per  cent  of  the  boys 


and  53  per  cent  of  the  girls  had  parents  who  were  living  together.

!Hie  Federal  share  of  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  government  pays 
four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25. 

The  maximum  monthly  payment  is  $55. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  foiir-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed 
are  $50  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows;  Ihe  State  pays  50 
per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  cotinties  less  able  to 
meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  approximately  three-fourths  of  the  cost  -of  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  about  one -seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


coimties  on  the  average,  pay  about  one-ninth.
